Athletic Field To Be Built

Necessity Occasioned by 

Growth of Town and Influx 

Of Army Children 

Appreciation has been made to 
the Federal government for a 
grant of approximately $150,000 
for the construction of a High 
School Building at Virginia Beach 
under provisions of the Lanham 
Bill by the Town School Board. 
The necessity for this action was 
brought about by recent growth 
of the Town and the sudden in- 
flux of Army families with chil- 
dren. Heretofore the children of 
the High School grades have been 
attending school at Oceana 
but that has become crowded be- 
yond capacity. The Town grad- 
ed school likewise has become 
over crowded. 

In the event the grant is made 
all of the high school classes 
will be held there and possibly 
one or two of the upper grades 
of graded school to relieve the 
present congestion. 

The prospects appear most 
favorable that the grant will be 
made for the construction of the 
planned building. Options have 
been obtained on approximately 
ten and one-half acres of land 
for the site. This is located be- 
tween Twenty-fourth and Twenty- 
fifth 8treets and extending back 
two blocks to the west of Medi- 
terranean Avenue or paralleling 
the old dog track.

Snow White Laundry 
Given Fire Damages 

A Jury of a Norfolk Court 
awarded Clotilde Van Vlaenderen 
trading as the Snow White Laun- 
dry at Virginia Beach, damages 
to ihe extent of $4,354.78 against 
E. L. Hurst, trading as Hurst 
Oil Company occasioned by a fire 
in the plant as a result of an ex- 
plosion of fuel oil being delivered 
to the plant last March. 

According to the allegation and 
testimony, a delivery agent for 
the Hurst Oil Company was fill- 
ing the laundry's storage tanks 
"by pumping the oil at an exces- 
sive pressure," with the result 
that "it created a pressure in the 
tanks and forced the oil back out 
•onto the laundry burners at a 
high pressure and in dangerous 
volume.' 

The fire spread rapidly when 
the oil spilled back from the tanks 
and spread about the immediate 
vicinity. The laundry estimated 
its damages, including repairs to 
the building and machinery and 
a loss of clothing there to be 
cleaned at $6,500. 

The jury deliberated for about 
three hours over the case and 
returned a verdict of $4,359.

Virginia's 1941 quail hunting 
season will be set after the com- 
pletion of a large scale quail cen- 
sus recently begun by game war- 
dens and field biologists of the 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries. ,The census will be 
carried out on approximately a 
quarter of a million acres of re- 
presentative Virginia quail lands, 
and the number of quail found 
will be carefully compared to the 
number of birds present on the 
same areas last year. Although 
preliminary work on the census 
is already under way. it will not 
be completed until October, when 
most of the young quail will be 
nearly mature. The closing date 
of the 1941 season will be an- 
nounced after the Commission 
members have studied the results 
of the census. 

If the results of the 1941 sea- 
son indicate that the census is 
helpful to regulating the quail 
bag to the total quail supply, a 
similar check will be made on the 
same areas each year prior to 
the final announcement of the 
hunting regulations. 
Wildlife Men Inspect 

Duck Marshes 
Eastern Virginia marshes are 
generally in excellent shape for 
waterfowl, according to F. M. 
Uhler and G. H. Jensen, duck 
food experts of the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. The federal 
wildlife men recently completed 
an inspection trip arranged by 
the Virginia Commission of Game 
and Inland Fisheries, on which 
they were accompanied by field 
biologists and other Commission 
personnel. They reported an 
abundance of pond weeds, wild 
celery, wild rice, water hemp, 
duck potatoes, and other water- 
fowl foods to the marshes. 

In arrangig the survey at the 
request of a number of marsh 
owners who had asked advise on 
how to improve marshes for wa- 
terfowl shooting, the Commissio 
game men said that plants brought 
in from other states frequently 
do not thrive when planted in 
Virginia marshes. Practically all 
importat duck foods which will 
thrive to Virgiia can be found 
growing naturally. Wildlife men 
canot make definite recommeda 
tions as to species of plants that 
should be planted on a marsh 
until a study of the soil, water, 
and vegetation Is made.

In a move toward compulsory 
restriction on the use of gasoline, 
Secretary of Interior Ickes yes- 
terday called upon the oil indus- 
try to close 100,000 service sta- 
tions to the Eeastem States from 
7 p. m. to 7 a. m., seven days a 
week, effective Sunday. 

Declaring that "voluntary ra- 
tioning to date has not achieved 
the reduction which must be ac- 
complished if we are to avoid a 
more serious situation later," 
Ickes spoke of the possibility of 
more serious rationing, including 
issuance of ration cards. 

"Unless this first action achieves 
results, it must be followed by oth- 
er steps to accomplish our end," 
said the secretary, who is defense 
petroleum co-ordtoator. 

The recommendation for clos- 
ing of service stations during 
night hours would be applicable 
•throughout the states of Maine. 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts. Connecticut, Rhode 
Island. New Jersey/ Delaware. 
Maryland, North Carolina, South 
Carolina., Georgia, the peninsula 
of Florida, the District of Col- 
umbia and all marketing areas 
in or east of the Appalachian 
Mountains in the states of New 
York, Virginia and West Virginia 
and such additional marketing 
areas in said states where any 
substantial part of the motor 
fuel supplied is either produced 
in any of said states, or shipped 
into such areas from any point 
east of such areas." V- 



To House All Town Offices 
Jail To Be Modernly Equip- 
ped. 



Among the recent municipal 
improvements of Virginia Beach 
are the construction of a new 
Town Hall which will provide 
adequate and somewhat more fire 
protection for the various offices 
of the Town and their records. 
It will furnish a suitable Coun- 
cil Chamber equipped to accom- 
modate the interested public and 
special accommodations for the 
press. 

This building, in conjunction 
with a new jail is being construc- 
ted adjacent to the Fire Station 
on Arctic Avenue at a cost of 
$18,000. On completion it well 
almost centralize all official ac- 
tivities of the Town. 

The Town Hall, itself is near- 
ing completion and the offices of 
Town Treasurer and Clerk, Town 
Engineer, Health Inspector, Li- 
cense Inspector and Delinquent 
Tax— Coll ector a re — exp ec ted tar 
move to about August 15. 

The jail will not be ready for 
some time due to the delay of 
delivery of certain metal equip- 
ment necessary. This building 
is located to the rear of the pol- 
ice station and Town Hall. ILis 
brick structure and fire proof. 
It is to have three banks of cells 
affording ac c o m mo dations ~ " for 
six white men, six negroes and a 
special bank for white women. 
It will also be equipped with toilets 
and shower baths. All steps are 
being taken to make the struct- 
ure as safe and sanitary as pos- 
sible. This building will not be 
completed for use until another 
thirty days. 



Virginia motorists spend $22.23 
each year or $11,819,316 as a re- 
sult of their failure to keep their 
automobiles properly adjusted, ac- 
cording to John B. Dey, Vice- 
President of Tidewater Automo- 
bile Association. . 

These figures are based on road 
tests made recently by the Am- 
erican Automobile Association's 
Contest Board with the assistance 
of the United States Bureau of 
Stand ar ds. The tests revealed, 
Mr. Dey said, that of all motor 
fuels used 14.7 per cent repre- 
sents sheer waste from this sin- 
gle cause— lack of proper adjust- 
ment. The money loss for the 
nation as a whole amounts to 
well over $000,000,000 a year. 

"The tests, which are conducted 
under the strictest possible sci- 
entific and technical conditions, 
took into consideration only the 
wastage due to maladjustment of 
the average vehicle from the 
standpoint of stretching gasoline 
mileage and the economies af- 
fected by making proper adjust- 
ments to the vehicles were secur- 
ed without adversely affecting 
performance. In fact, in sever- 
al cases, performance was improv- 
ed. 

"While the officials making the 
tests agree that the average car 
is about four years old, the vehi- 
cles put through the test repre- 
sented an average age of consider- ! 
ably below this figure. A great- 
er possible saving might have 
been shown had the cars been 
more nearly average. 

"Actual road tests were run by 
officials from the Bureau of 
Standards, who put the cars 
through their paces first just as 
they came off the streets, where 
they had been to every-day use. 
After carefully recording fuel 
consumption on this first test, 
the experts took the cars into a 
shop, made the necessary adjust- 
ments, and then put them over 
the same precise measured course 
o the Mount Vernon Boulevard.

For a long period of time the members 
of the Congress of the United States and 
departmental branches have been accorded 
the privilege of sending mail under the so 
called "frank". This as is well known means 
that no postage is required.

E resent war crisis. In our opinion this can 
ardly be classed as official business. The 
Senator has undoubtedly the right to ex- 
press his views on this subject in the body 
of the Senate which will be made a matter 
of record in the Congressional Record and 
could be unquestionably mailed under his 
frank. 

Such action on~the part of the Senator 
deprived the Post Office Department of 
$10,000.00 of revenue and cost the depart- 
ment considerable more to handle and dis- 
tribute the aforesaid cards. This, however, 
is a minor consideration upon further analy- 
sis. These cards went to hundreds of men 
inducted in the Army; to thousands of par- 
ents of men now serving and to thousands 
of more who are engaged in defense work. 
The purport of the card was to advocate 
that the individual take every step to induce 
our Government to refrain from entering 
into a war. Naturally such a thought is 
accepted by all as no man other than one 
who is power crazed desires to participate 
.in warfare. However, regardless of circum- 
stances each individual desires to protect 
his liberties and property rights and when 
there is an infringement upon them it is 
his desire to protect them to the limit. 

The world today is undoubtedly faced 
with a crisis brought upon it by a power 
seeking manic. It is therefore incumb- 
ent of every liberty loving nation to step 
forward in an effort to stalemate the tre- 
mendous strides that are being made to- 
wards tramping these liberties under the 
foot of intolerable tyranny. Peoples, of 
liberty loving and peace loving nations have 
felt the yolk of this unmerciful force. 
Much of it has been brought about by in- 
ternal disruption or propaganda. The 
marked example is the great power of 
France which crumbled within thirty-nine 
.days in the face of a well organized force. 
The defense made by France was pitifully 
weak and it has subsequently developed 
that it was occasioned by internal disrup- 
tion and dissatisfaction within the Govern- 
ment and the people. Such steps as are 
now being taken by the Honorable Senator

of alcoholic beverages as they saw fit. 

The Commonwealth of Virginia by popu- 
lar vote elected to permit the sale of alcohol- 
ic beverages but under a controlled and reg- 
ulated system of distribution. There was 
no intent that the system should be made 
one of a mercenary type for the purpose of 
enriching the coffers of the State Treasury. 
The people desired to eliminate the bootleg- 
ger and the lawlessness that was created 
by his existence and through his teachings 
and at the same time to control insofar as 
possible the distribution. 

Upon the inauguration of the system and 
the sale of bonified liquors within the State 
the bootlegger as a whole became extinct. 
However, as time had gone on our State 
officials and the A. B. C. Board have begun 
to look upon the State distribution of al- 
coholic beverages as a matter of a revenue 
producing source and not one strictly for 
control in an effort to influence temperance 
and a method of eliminating illegal and law- 
less distribution. In so doing the tax has 
been materially increased, prices raised to 
the extent that it is again becoming pro- 
fitable for the bootlegger to engage in the 
illegal manufacture of and the illicit dis- 
tribution of intoxicants. All reports re- 
leased by the Control Board speak in terms 
of the amounts sold and the profits reaped 
by the State therefrom and nothing is done 
towards exerting their efforts to discour- 
age or limit the use. 

It is a known fact the bootlegger is dally 
increasing. He is now procuring a daible 
price for his product than he did during the 
days of prohibition and at the same finds 
a ready market for his entire output and 
does not have to deliver the product to the 
customer as he formerly had to do. Even 
though he is getting double the price that 
he previously got he is selling his product 
at about one-third of the cost of the same 
at the A. B. C. Store. Those who are ac- 
quainted with this product know that it is 
usually as palatable as the cheaper grades 
of whiskies sold at the A. B. C. Store after 
it has been treated. Experiences taught 
us that in most instances it is equally as 
pure and far more powerful.

FaderewsU Fitting Burial 

(Portsmouth Star) 

It was gracious and fitting ac- 
tion taken by President Roosevelt 
to the order he issued for the tem- 
porary burial of the late Ignace 
Jan Paderewski In Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery at Washington. 
Thus, Just as at the peace table 
at Versailles, Pederewski, the 
former Polish Premier, found a 
champion for the recreation of 
partitioned Poland to former Pre- 
sident Woodrow Wilson, in death 
he found one for himself and his 
country In President Roosevelt. 

Paderewski, the internationally 
known pianist, loved music but 
he loved Poland more. Many will 
remember that Impressive, over- 
seas radio appeal "for my poor 
country and her people" made by 
Paderewski as Hitler bombed 
Waraw and crushed the defenses 
of Poland with its population en- 
slaved. 

The old and young alike who 
knew of Paderewski and his life's 
attainments admired him as few 
internationalists are admired. As 
others have said, the warmth 
and generosity of his nature 
flowed not only into music but 
into every act of his life. It was 
his personality even more than his 
command of his Instrument that 
drew to his a vast popular follow- 
ing. It was a personality that 
gave itself lavishly to others,. in 
music, in his sacrifices for Po- 
lish freedom, in hospitality, to 
gifts of money which more than 
once nearly impoverished him. 

The last years of his life were 
spent in work for his own people 
and for others suffering because 
of the present war. During this 
period he took an interest in dis- 
tributing funds to groups and to 
Individuals who were In dire need. 
The tribute that came to him to 
many American testimonial con- 
certs pleased him. but even more 
he was glad to know that his fame 
and the affection in which he 
was held made him helpful to 
others.

Yet Surgeon General 
Parran assures us that among 
63,000 ^drafted men only Sone- 
seventh as many cases of 
syphilis and only one-third as 
many of gonorrhea were found 
as to 1917. Some progress has 
evidently been made in curbing 
one of the major menaces to the 
nation's health.

GOOD AMERICANS DISAGREE. AS USUAL 

Ever since wars begans many thousands of years ago armie have 
obeyed the chiefs at the heads of tribes, and rulers of civitoed 
governments. In a great Democracy like ours the army obeyed its of- 
ficers who in turn translate and execute the orders from the head 
of our Government. Our President is also Chief .of the Army and 
Navy, and he has informed Congress and the country that the exist- 
ing emergency makes it necessary to continue the draftees in the 

service. 

Good Americans have disagreed sharply, and bitterly, and have 
availed themselves of the rights and heritages of Democracy to 
criticize the President for "breaking a contract" defining the time- 
limit of men in the Army. Mr. Roosevelt successfully denied the 

cli&rse. 

Ex-Governor Landon, who would have been our President in 
1937 if he had got enough votes in 1936, was about the first man to 
declare that "the President has the country out on a limb." The 
Republican philosopher capitulated, for Democracy's sake and ad- 
mitted that "it is unsafe to release from service these men who have 
had some physical training, and some fundamental co-ordination." 

No one in Congress stated the condition clearer, or found an 
obvious answer until they digested the Kansan's speech. 

Congress slowly swung in line and got behind the Executive and 
Military Chief of the Nation. 

It may seem pretty tough to soldiers and their parents; but wars 
haven't many bright spots for a President or for the people in a 

Democracy.

WOOL COMES OUT OF THE "POKE" 

Although many of the nation's consumers do not yet realize it, 
a Federal law as vital to their welfare as the Pure Food and Drug 
Act became effective on the fifteenth of July this year. This law. 
passed by Congress early in the year, is the Wool Productions 
Labeling Act. It requires the labeling by manufacturers of wool 
products to show exactly how much wool, reused wool or reprocess- 
ed wool is contained in every so-called wool garment or blanket. 
p < This law is actually the Pure Food and Drug law of the cloth- 
ing industry. It lifts the pig out of the poke and sets it squarely in 
front of the would-be purchaser. Actual wool content of Johnny's 
winter coat or Father's warm flannels— long the accepted index of 
greatest dollar value and the best guarantee of the continued health 
of the family, is longer the matter of guesswork that it used to be. 
with the alleged all-wool garment hidden in the "poke" of undeclar- 
ed mixtures of wool substitutes. The Federal Trade Commission has 
termed the Aet a "tremendous advance in the field of informative 
labeling" and has pointed out that "scrupulous business and the con- 
suming public are the large beneficiaries of the legislation." 

Also benefiting from the Act are the nation's half-million wool 
growers who for the past thirty years have worked unceasingly to 
have such a law enacted for the protection of the*age-old integrity 
of wool, best exemplified by the phrase "All Wool and a Yard Wide, 
the standard synonym for 100 per cent quality. The necessity for 
such protective legislation became Increasingly apparent during the 
several years, with the development of synthetic fibers that made 
textures which looked like wool but did not possess the properties 
of wool As a commentary on this situation, the New York Times 
on June 27. 1941 stated: "First wool label* startle retailers-Men's 
hose stamped according to new Act show big changes from former 
marking— 50 per cent wool becomes IT per cent— But previous tags 
are held to have erred by ommlssion more than commission." •» 

The American Wool Council of the National Wool Growers As- 
sociation has pointed out that the Act does not seek to belittle or 
discourage the use of reused or reprocessed wool in , garments, 
which is a standard practice, but simply establishes new wool as 
an index of quality in wool garments. By so doing, the consumer 
is given all facts necessary for determining the greatest wool value 
for the dollar.

5. Richer lands.— By securing 
high content of humus in the 
use 8t legumes, barnyard manure, 
farm refuse, and commercial fer- 
tilizers. 

0. Purebred seed.— Use seed of 
the best variety, intelligently se- 
lected and carefully stored. 

7. Deep breaking, — Prepare a 
deep and thoroughly pulverized 
seedbed, well drained: break In 
fan to a depth of 8, 10, or 12 
inches, reached gradually. 

8. Proper spacing. — Give rows 
and plants spacing suited to plant, 
soil, and climate. 

9. Good cultivation.— Use inten- 
sive tillage during the growing 
period of the crops. 

10. Keep records.— Keep an ac- 
count of each farm product, in 
order to know from which gain or 
loss arises.— The Progressive Par- 
mer.

(Continued Prom Pate One) 
map of the world. On a world 
map compare the English Chan- 
nel, which has not yet been cros- 
sed, with the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic. Compare Germany with 
Texas. And measures distances. 
Prom Berlin to Dakar la 2700 
miles: then hop to Pernambuco, 
500 miles south of the equator, 
another 1800 miles: then as the 
crow files, to New York, 400 miles. 
Drop»your bombs and hurry back 
to Pernambuco 4000 miles, all 
told 12,500 miles. 

Even a saber-rattling Fuehrer 
can't fly 12,500 miles, heavily 
loaded with death, without gaso- 
line. Where are his gasoline sta- 
tions? There is no petroleum in 
Dakar, on the edge of the Sahara 
Desert. Scarcely a quart within 
2000 miles. 

There Is none in Pernambuco, 
and practically none in all Brazil. 
But Hitle would have to build 
immense storage tanks, refineries, 
machine shops, air fields, bar- 
racks, hospitals, wherever his 
bombers stop. After he gets to 
Pernambuco he must then go 
another 2000 miles to Venezuela 
and Trinidad for petroleum, and 
haul it back, a round trip of 4000 
miles, just to have a base to re- 
fuel after flying the South At- 
lantic. 

There is no pipe line from 
Venezula to Pernambuco. So our 
war lord would need to move his 
petrol In ships. His ships would 
have to come within a few miles 
of our air and naval bases In the 
Caribbean. But, of course, that 
will be easy for Hitler because we 
will all be shivering under the 
bed-clothes, not daring to find 
out what he is up to! 

But perhaps Hitler will equip 
his bombers with coal burning 
engines, with tenders flying be- 
hind, like ornaments on a boy's 
kite. Where will he get his coal? 
Again, no coal in the Sahara 
Desert, and none in Pernambuco. 
Brazil imports enormous quanti- 
ties of coal from Great Britain, 
a round trip of 8000 miles! Her 
total production of a very inferi- 
or coal is only 883,000 tons an- 
nually. In 1938 we produced 345,- 
000,000 tons of soft coal and 48,- 
000,000 tons of anthracite. To- 
tal, 391,000,000 tons, or 443 times 
as much as Brazil! 
But going back to petroleum,

ported to be encouraging the pur- 
chasing of available stocks of 
river herring in the Chesapeake 
Bay area. 

By late May, one authority 
pointed out. about $100,000,000 
worth of food had gone to Bri- 
tain, paid for out of tease-lend 
funds. This would seem to Indi- 
cate, it was said, that the rapidly 
growing army of the United Sta- 
tes might nave to fan back on 
fresh fishery products, "principal- 
ly produced". 

Noting at the same time that a 
similar trend is apparent in agri- 
cultural commodities, it Is ex- 
pected that there "will be no 
surplus of canned goods", and 
fresh fishery products, including 
oysters, will be in great demand". 
Meanwhile, from Chicago, the 
Nation's largest Inland seafood 
wholesale center, come reports 
that seafood— traditionally Am- 
erica's Friday menu — is gradually 
becoming part of the daily fare. 
According to government mar- 
ket experts, the growing taste for 
fish is due to a nation-wide 
promotion program by the sea- 
food industry, improved cold stor- 
age transportation facilities and 
increased prices of some compet- 
ing meats. 

The report went on to show 
that during 1940 the Chicago 
market received 59,433,000 pounds 
of fresh-water, salt-water and 
shell fish. This was said to be 
increase of 23 percent over receipts 
in 1939. By the middle of the year 
receipts had totalled 3,000,000 to 
4,000,000 pounds more than last, 
indicating that a record high 
would be reached. 

Despite the growing demand, 
prices of most types of fish have 
remained the same for the last 
three years. . One exception was 
noted in halibut, which is about 
two to three cents higher than a 
year ago. 

A study of receipts showed a 
demand for 101 classifications, 
including 38 fresh- water, 44 sal t- 
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water, and 19 shell fish and mis- 
cellaneous items, coming from 34 
states, Alaska and Canadian Pro- 
vinces. 

Dr. R. V. Truitt, Director of 
Chesapeake Biological Laborat- 
ory, reports that research work is 
being continued in the lower Bay 
areas by the personnel of that 
laboratory, under the leadership 
of Dr. . P. Churchill, Pro. of Zo- 
ology, University of So. Dakota, 
formerly of U. S. Bureau of Fish- 
eries. Dr. Churchill is well-known 
in Virginia for his crab research 
work of some years ago. Associa- 
ted with Dr. Churchill at Lynn- 
haven, Va., where a temporary 
laboratory has again been set up. 
are Dr. E. K. Ooellner, University 
of Michigan, and Capt. Holbrook 
of Chesapeake Bio. Lab. 

The work in progress consists 
of practical, as well as pure sci- 
ence studies. Among the items 
of practical nature are: 

1. The determination of the 
number of times the crab spawns. 

2. A survey of the fishing in- 
tensity of the crab. 

3. The distribution and bed- 
ding-down of crabs, and relation- 
ship of same to capture and 
brook-stock escape. 

In the pure science, the detail 
studies of the earliest, or larvae, 
stages are being furthered with 
the hope of filling out knowledge 
of the entire life-history of the 
crustagean animal. These early 
stages have very little known 
about them. 

In the upper Bay area, the 
Chesapeake Biological Laboratory 
is further checking the death 
rate on floats in the soft crab in- 
dustry. Additional tagging work 
has been done to giin "^further 
knowledge on the subject of dis- 
tribution. 

The t h ree worker s in th e lo w* 
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Bay are to spend three months 
surveying the situation; after 
which the winter habits of the 
crab will be followed by one mem- 
ber of the personnel.

Hot Weather Care Of 

"The lives of thousands of 
babies have been saved by intel- 
ligent parental care in hot wea- 
ther. However, many more in- 
fant deaths could be avoided if 
parents would have a keen realis- 
ation of the value of simple, com- 
consense precaution." states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, State Health Com- 
missioner. 

"Records of the State Health 
Department's Bureau of Vital 
Statistics show that 281 babies 
died of diarrhea and dysentory 
during 1940: most of them succum 
bing during hot weather. In 1M3, 
1581 died of those diseases. Had 
the same rate prevailed to 1940 
a in 1913 nearly five and a half 
times as many infants would have 
died from these causes. This re- 
cord is a most gratifying one. 
Nevertheless the infant death rate 
from diarrhea is a most dysen- 
tery still is too high. Public 
health officials cannot solve the 
problem alone. Parental coopera- 
tion is the real key to its solu- 
tion. 

"The following suggestions, if 
followed by parents of infants, 
would go far in further reducing 
deaths from diarrhea and dysen- 
tery: 

1. Whenever possible, infants 
should be breast-fed for the first 
6 or 8 months. When bottle milk 
is used it should be boiled or pas- 
teurized. 

2. Drinking water for the baby 
alway should be boiled. 

3. Personal cleanliness should 
be the rule for every member of 
the household. Those handling 
milk or food should he particul- 
arly careful. 

4. Any member of the family or 
visitors showing symptoms of dis- 
ease, no matter how slight, should 
be kept away from the baby. 
They should not be allowed to 
handle any of the food intended 
for him. 

5. The house should be screen- 
ed to protect not only the baby, 
but all household food, from flies. 

6. Every home should be pro- 
vided with a sanitary or fly-

But we have had little inform- 
ation about the other and dually 
efficient phase of the Nasi ap- 
plication of psychology — the 
bolstering of morale on their own 
side. Arms alone, superior 
though they may be, do not ex- 
plain the lightning success of the 
Nazi soldier. He has the will to 
win. By what conditioning was 
it instilled in him? 

Considerable light on this ques- 
tion is now provided in a survey 
of German military psychological 
documents issued by the Commit- 
tees for National Morale. Attach- 
ed to the German High Com- 
mand, we learn, is a psychological 
General Starr. Its experts pres- 
cribe uniforms that make pri- 
vates feel like powerful warriors; 
they counsel officers on how to 
keep both the friendship and 
blind obedience of their men; 
they devise teste for promotion 
and specialization. Above all, trie, 
psychologist-counseliors imbue 
the Nazi fighter with the idea of 
attack; the word "retreat" is 
deliberately left out of his man- 
uals. Here, one Infers, will be a 
vulnerable point in German mor- 
ale when the war machine meets 
its first setback. 

As in the case ot the tank and 
the airplane, which German 
strategists borrowed from Eng- 
lish and American inventors to 
turn into their chief ^striking 
weapons, the war psychology so 
effectively applied by the Nazis 
Is not all of their own making. 
The findings of American, French 
and Russian laboratories offered 
the starting point to a distorted 
end. Some of the American psy- 
chologists to whom the German 
technical literature confess In- 
debtedness are now enlisted in 
the Committee for National Mor- 
ale. Their purpose is to aid the 
Government, not in duplicating 
the leader-disciplined psychology 
of the Nazis, but in building a 
morale that will be better because 
of its sound American basis in- 
dividual liberty. That kind of 
morale was a telling factor in the

In 1939 the Germans sought 
permission to establish bases for 
an air service between Germany 
and Iceland, but at that time 
Prime Minister Jonassort said no 
foreign company would be grant- 
ed any air concession. He at fln.t 
protested against the establish- 
ment of a military base hi Ice- 
land by Britain, but later agreed, 
and it is estimated that about 
60.000 British troops, with ac- 
companying naval and air units, 
are on the island. 

At the suggestion of Britain, 
Premier Jonasson recently inde- 
ed the United States to replace a 
portion of the British, and upon 
this invitation President Roose- 
velt ordered American military 
forces to Iceland. It is agreed 
that there will be no interference 
with the island's government, 
and that the Americans will be 
withdrawn at the end of the war.

The commit- 
tee for the co-ordination of com- 
mercial and cultural relations 
between the Americas, which is 
headed by Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
has been patiently compiling a 
list of firms in South America 
with German and Italian affila- 
tions. 

It seems that we have exercised 
care in the completion of the list. 
We had the benefit of British in- 
formation, it may be presumed, 
in addition to that complied by 
our own agencies, and our policy 
of boycott can be carefully direc- 
ted by our Commerical Intelli- 
gence Service, the Export Control 
Division of the State Department, 
and the Foreign Funds Division 
of the State Department, which 
has under Its supervision Axis 
funds frozen in the United States 
a result of the President's re- 
cent order. 

Much money has transfered to 
South America in anticipation of 
the President's freezing order, 
and is being used now to carry on 
Axis business. As a result of our 
new policy, soon to be inaugurat- 
ed, we shall be able to discover 
some German and Italian Bi'U'f.} 
flourishing in its new habitat. 
When we deny raw materials to 
Axis firms, and put them on our 
blacklist, we deprive them of in- 
valuable prestige.

Perhaps this figure points to a 
bad habit that too many Amer- 
ican farmers have acquired— the 
habit of growing only a single 
crop, or a few crops, and depend- 1 
ing upon others for the diversiflca-j 
tion that means healthy living and 
profits. 

These one-crop farmers are al- 
ways at the mercy of the market 
for their specialty. They are very 
likely to be in the position o.' 
selling their own crop at a low 
price, and being compelled to buy 
what they need at a high price 
At me very time they are asking 
for economic changes that will 
bring them more cash, they an 
actually wasting some of the casl- 
they have, by spending it lor foo>! 
they could raise. 



Yet there is hardly a farm oa 
which a good-sized kitchen garden 
could not be planted, and hardly 
a farm on which there is not 
| enough time wasted to take care 
of that garden. And with mod- 
[ ern farm machinery to do most of 
the work, spare time for garden- 
ing is still more available. 

A thrifty farmer Can raise on 
his own place just about every- 
thing needed to provide a health- 
ful and adequate year-round diet, 
except sugar, salt, coffee, tea and 
perhaps fresh fruits during the 
winter.

The government's present tax 
policy has two distinct phases, 
first and most obvious phase is 
the necessity of raising mpre rev- 
enue. Second phase is to reduce 
(consumer purchasing power, as 
one means of fighting inflation. 
War priorities will result In a con 
siderable reduction in the a- 
mounfl of goods available for con- 
sumers. War spending, on the 
other hand, will result in a great 
Increase in payrolls and Income. 
That situation, unless corrected, 
must almost inevitably result in 
price Inflation. And one means 
of correcting It is heavy taxation, 
purposes. But a good many 

Few authorities oppose these 
authorities are extremely dubious 
of the wisdom and justice of the 
new tax bill as tentatively ap- 
proved by the House of Repres- 
entatives committee. Their op- 
position is based on varied 
grounds. 

The new tax bill places its 
heaviest burdens on the middle- 
income groups — present rates of 
taxation on big-income groups 
make it impossible to substanti- 
ally increase revenue from them. 
Persons and families earning from 
$4,000 to $12,000 per year will be 
forced to pay the bulk of the in- 
creases in taxes. Writing in trie 
New Times, Godfrey N. Nelson 
says that, if the proposed bill pas- 
ses in its current form, less than 
4 per cent of the population will 
have to make returns, and nearly 
one-half of these will not be re- 
quired to pay a tax because of 
their exemption credits. In ither 
words, the tax does not reach 
down into the smaller bracket In- 
comes. Mr. Nelson, like other 
economists, suggests that it is ad- 
visable to reach these lower in- 
comes either by reducing amounts 
of exemptions, or by levying a 
flat tax, payable at the source, on 
all incomes. "It seems reason- 
able to assume," he says, "that if 
the national debt is ever to be 
paid, all earnings should be made 
to contribute to the liquidation." 

Furthermore, it is clear that 
the middle-income groups — , 
which are composed largely of 
salaried people — will share the 
least in war; spending. Wages for 
workers are going up far faster 
than salaries for white-collar 
help. On these grounds alone, the 
new bill seems definitely inequit- 
able. 



Some are convinced that the 
burden the new bill will place on 
industry is, dangerously high. No 
one wants '''war profiteering." 
But it is clearly necessary for in- 
dustry to earn sufficient profits 
for expansion and to attract new 
capital, if it is to continue as a 
healthy, progressive factor in our 
national life. For this reason the 
soundness of the excess profits 
tax provisions of the bill is gravely 
doubted in many quarters. 

Still another provision of the 
bill is now coming_ in for severe 
criticism. That is the provision 
which would force husbands and 
wives to lump their income in 
one return, even though eac'h 
tamed separate incomes which 
were in no way connected. Gov- 
renment experts estimate that 
provision would provide some 
$340,000,000 of additional re- 
venue. Commenting on this, F. 
L. Lipman, outstanding Western 
banker, said: "Such an import- 
ant amount as $340,000,000 must 
not be superficially dealt with, 
but one would scarcely argue that 
the size of the amount determines 
the justice or properiety of the 
tax." Bishop William T. Manning 
assailed the provision on other 
grounds when he said: 
"If Congress retains this provision 
those who have been divorced— 
or who live in immoral sexual re- 
lationship—will be called on to 
pay far less to the government 
than the married couples." And 
David Lawrence points out that 
"the Supreme Court has even gone 
so far as to hold that, even where 
a husband and wife receive a 
joint income from 4 single source, 
they have the legal right to file 
separate returns for tax purposes." 

Still another general criticism 
of government fiscal policy is 
that almost nothing has as yet 
been done to reduce non-defense 
Federal spending. Various auth- 
orities, including Treasury experts, 
have estimate that $1,000,000,000 
to $2,000,000,000 could be saved by 
pruning unnecessary and avoid- 
able items from the budget. 

Summing up, the feeling is al- 
most universal that all of us, 
without exception.must pay great- 
ly increased taxes, and make all 
necessary sacrifices for defense. 
But many economists regard the 
new tax bill as* a helter-skelter 
affair, unsound, and in some

PWA engineers have approved 
a $77,000 allocation for, a service 
men's recreation building at Vir- 
ginia Beach and negotiations are 
going forward for the purchase of 
a site, two blocks between Thir- 
ty-first street (Laskin road) and 
Thirty-third street, immediately 
west of Pacific avenue. 

The negotiations were brought 
before the Virginia Beach Town 
Council last night by Hugh Lynn 
Cayce, secretary of the Virginia 
Beach defense service committee. 
The Norfolk Southern Railroad 
Corporation, owner of the site, has 
agreed to sell the property, 660 
feet along Pacific avenue and 364 
feet west. 

The Norfolk Southern based its 
offer on an estimate of the prop- 
erty made by a committee of the 
Norfolk Real Estate Board. The 
council voted to obtain an esti- 
mate of the property's value from 
'Virginia Beach real estate men 
and to accept the offer if the two 
estimates agree and to make a 
counter-proposal if the Virginia 
Beach estimate were lower. 

The council approved arrange- 
ment whereby the town would pay 
for the property by foregoing the 
annual tax payments by the rail- 
road for about seven years, that 
being considered to equal the pur- 
chase price plus 3 per cent inter- 
est. Mayor W. W. Elliott said that 
recent improvements at the beach 
would entail an increase in tax 
revenues sufficient to offset the 
loss of the annual railroad tax 
payment for the seven-year period. 
The recommendation of the 
WPA engineers does not mean 
final approval of the recreation 
building. However, the need for 
such facilities for the men from 
Pendleton and Fort Story is 
thought to be so great as to make 
its final approval almost certain. 
The funds are to come from the 
Lanham Community Facilities Bill 
for towns in defense areas.

can and often does spell sudden death. Pru- 
dence demands that two hours elapse before 
one enters deep water after a meal. 

Second, no one should swim albne far from 
shore. Real experts never take this risk — 
they are invariably accompanied by a boat. 
.Even solitary swimming in deep water close 
to shore is hazardous. 

Third, if overheated or exhausted after 
violent exercise, one should take time out 
to cool and rest. Under all circumstances, it 
is wise to enter cold water gradually. The 
.shock to the heart of the cold plunge is thus 
definitely limited. A heart shock caused 
by a cold plunge can take the form of stomach 
cramps with all the helplessness that goes 
with them. 

Fourth, one should quit the water as soon 
as he feels chilled. Mucular Cramps, wuile 
actually less crippling than those of the 
stomach, are exceedingly scaring, and thus 
are likely to rout reason and common sense, 
with fatal results if help is not nearby. 

These suggestions are not made with the 
intention of diminishing enthusiasm for one 
of the finest and most beneficial of sports. 
On the contrary, they are offered merely 
in the hope that the advice may be applied 
when water sports are being indulged in 
with a resultant saving of life that might 
otherwise be unnecessarily sacrificed.

George Cram Cook was a gerat 
lover of the Greek people, both 
ancient and modern.

It is significant that each summer there 
are a number of "expert swimmers" who 
drown. Overestimating their power, they 
venture farther from shore than the less 
capable or swim in hazardous waters, fre- 
quently alone, and pay for their folly with 
their lives. Swimming around ocean piers 
and going beyond the safety lines at beaches 
account for many of such fatalities. A 
comparable imprudence is displayed by 
those persons who, unable to swim, or whose 
swimming ability is limited, rock small 
ix>ats or canoes, capsize the craft, and fall 
helplessly into deep water. 

The annual loss through drowning of 
seven thousand lives in the United States 
represents a strong indictment against the 
indifference, thoughtlessness, and careless- 
ness of a fair proportion of those who seek 
recreation irfor on the water. To this large 
and needless casualty list must be added 
many thousands more who, by luck, by the 
skill of companions, or by the impressive 
work of lifeguards, are rescued from watery 
grayest! 

Deep water, therefore, should be ap- 
proached by both the expert and the ordin- 
ary swimmer with due respect. And this 
injunction applies a hundred fold to those 
■who, under the enthujsjasm-of-4heTnonTenCT 
are-prone"to - cut'up in small craft. 

Certain basic safety rules, if universally 
observed, would drastically reduce the year- 
ly loss of life attributable to drowning:

When Kant Cooper, general 
manager of The Associated Press, 
put character along with profes- 
sional competence as a prime re- 
quisite for war correspondents 
the other day, he was citing a 
general fact more and more com- 
ing to be recognized. 

The brilliance and ingenunity 
which have characterized aggres- 
sive American progress in all 
fields are not trusted very far un- 
less accompanied by stability of 
character that gives a scrupulous 
regard fess truth. Education is a 
necessary tool. Experience alone 
gives nicety, of judgement in tight 
situations. But these Mr. Cooper 
rightly puts second to spiritual 
and professional accomplishment. 
Character is not like a book, com- 
plete and .to be taken out on oc- 
casion. It is a constant deter- 
minant which has to be worked 
at every hour, just as the alert 
man or woman in any line today 
has to keep brushed up on world 
happenings and their significance. 

It was never more important 
to hold up character for its worth 
than today, , when nations ' built 
on character are so challenged. 

Character will win out against 
»11 odds. It wil win this war: 
But it will doubtlessly be a pro- 
tracted struggle before this de- 
monstration can be made. Mean- 
time, to youth with fewer stand- 
ards of comparison our lives and 



An official surveys has just re- 
vealed that 2,485,150 mandays of 
employment on Army defense 
work have been lost in the first 
six months of the year through, 
strikes. This is a staggering total 
when translated into terms of the 
military equipment that might 
have been built in that time. 

It is even more staggering when 
we remember that these figures 
are only for Army work. They 
take no account either of Navy 
contracts delayed, of strikes like 
the soft coal and West Coast ship- 
ping disputes which admittedly 
tied up large quantities work, or 
of losses of time in plants which 
depended upon the companies in 
question to keep their own oper- 
ations going. An earlier unof- 
ficial estimate placed defense 
man-days lost in the first five 
months of 1941 at over 3,509,000 
and that is probably nearer the 
whole truth. 

Delays like these have a signi- 
ficance that is worldwide in its 
implications. The real meaning 
has been well outlined by one 
speaker: 

"What does this mean in goods? 
It means that we could have been 
nearer our goal by 1,800 tanks. 
Thermopylae was lost because 
there were too few tanks. 

"We could have been nearer 
our goal by 220,000 machine guns. 
Greece was lost for want of ma- 
chine guns. 

"We could have been nearer our 
goal by 1,600 airplanes. Crete 
was lost because there were not 
enough planes." 

It is bitter to realize the truth 
when it is presented in those 
terms. But it is better to face the 
facts now than to repeat the same 
tragedies again through failure 
to understand their ultimate 
significance. According to observ- 
ers, defense strikes have declined 
lately in number and intensity. 
It is to be hoped that this is a 
sign that the great rank-and-file 
of labor, shown by polls to place 
the national safety above all 
other considerations, are begin- 
ning to make a certain number of 
misguided leaders and disaffected 
elements understand their point 
of view.

In terins of human suffering, 
I the 'fate of the helpless peoples 
doomed to live on the shifting 
borders between two great and 
greedy tyrannies, Germany and 
Russia, has few parallels in his- 
tory.

We made a trip over to Black 
Lake, Louisiana, recently and fish- 
ed sojpe of the most beautiful 
bass water we've ever seen. It 
rained too much for good fishing 
while we were there but Bob Sim- 
mons, genial new owner of Smith's 
Camp near Campti, invited us 
back in the fall when he says 
fishing there is tops. 

Bob told us about an experi- 
ence he had one day "fishing for 
squirrel." The lake got up and 
flooded the lowlands in a section 
of the lake country known as 
"Hog Heaven." Bob and his 
negro guide were rowing through 
a sunken forest when he spotted 
a squirrel diving for a hollow. He 
had the negro climb this tree but 
the boy couldn't reach old bush- 
tall. Finally, Bob cast a fishing 
plug up to the boy and told him 
to hook it in the squirrel's tail 
and pull him out. This the negro 
did but the story didn't end there. 
That squirrel became very much 
allve.'jamped out of the tree and 
into the water. Since Bob's line 
was still tied to the plug he had 
a live and highly Insulted squirrel 
to reel In. "For awhile." Bob de- 
clared, "I didn't know who'd be 
the winner— me or the squirrel!"

The Record Bass 
The largest smallmouth black 
bass ever taken by hook and line 
was caught by Walter Harden of 
Connellsvile, Pennsylvania, at 
Oakland, Florida, February 9, 
Its weight was 14 lbs. This 
species of black bass, originally 
was not found east of the Al- 
legheny Mountains, being native 
only to the Ohio and Lake Erie 
watersheds. On completion of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
in 1853 some 30 of these fish were 
transported across the mountains 
from Wheeling Creek to the Po- 
tomac River. Some years later 
the Susquehanna and Delaware 
Rivers received stockings. To- 
day, the smallmouth is found in 
many sections of the world, intro- 
duced through the efforts of the 
various conservation agencies. 
• White Bass Lure 
The fishermen at Herrington 
Lake. Kentucky, were worried. 
There were thousands of white 
bass in the lake but they would 
not bite. Anglers tried every lure 
and trick known to the fishing 
fraternity but those bass just con- 
tinued feeding on the schools of 
shad minnows. Finally some en- 
terprising fisherman took a sur- 
face plug, removed the hooks, 
fastened a 12-inch gut leader to 
it and put an artificial fly on the 
leader. This lure was then con- 
nected to the fishing line and it 
immediately got results. It has 
been the one bait that has taken 
white bass in that lake. Better 
?ive it a try. 



Keeping well in summer de- 
pends more upon the habits and 
surroundings of the individual 
than upon the weather.

KEEP BOTTLE OPEN 

"Today the most common expression we hear is 'bottlenecks,' " 
said M. J. Oormley of the Association of American Railroads, re- 
cently, "but the railroad 'bottle' has no 'neck.' It is open at both 
ends, providing for the free flow of transportation. A 'bottleneck' 
can only be created if we violate the main principle of transporta- 
tion — that cars must not be loaded until it is known that they 
can be unloaded promptly at destination." 

The so-called "railroad failure' in the last war was due al- 
most 100 per cent to the widespread use of cars as warehouses. Stor- 
age and unloading facilities were completely Inadequate. The re- 
sult was that cars often stood for weeks and months, waiting for 
their cargoes to be discharged. Had those cars been unloaded 
promptly, there would have been no serious transportation pro- 
blem in 1917 and 1918. 

Today the railroads' plant is infinitely better than it was dur- 
ing the last war. For almost twenty years, the lines have been pre- 
paring and planning for precisely the sort of emergency that exists 
now. Their success is proved by the record. They have handled 
a steadily growing volume of defense orders. They have handled 
fecord-breaking crop movements. They have handled their nor- 
mal freight and passenger business. They have transported legions 
of soldiers and sailors, along with thousands of carloads of sup- 
plies for navy yards and army cantonments. They have brought ginia side of the Bay, as high as 
gigantia quantities of freight to Eastern ports to be loaded on ships $2.75 a dozen, 
for England. And they have done all that without the slightest de- 
lay, car shortage or congestion. 

The - railroads, in other words, are prepared. They will continue 
to handle the nation's traffic with unexampled efficiency, so long 
as cars are unloaded immediately on arrival and freed for service 
elsewhere. Every hour saved in discharging railroad cars gives 
impetus to the defense drive. The railroads will do their" part, and 
they ask only that shippers cooperate with them. Railroad cars 
are not and cannot be warehouses. The railroad "bottle" must be 
kept open.

Rapid depletion in the crab 
supply in the Chesapeake Bay 
area, producing a situation which 
those familiar with the industry 
describe as "acute' 'is said to be 
causing headaches among bay 
crab catchers. 

Both Maryland and Virginia 
crabbers say crabs are bringing 
the highest prices In years, but 
the catch to the proposition lies 
in the fact that there aren't 
many crabs. 

Thus, the industry is faced with 
high prices and good demand at 
a time when the supply has ebbed 
to the point where crabbers, pack- 
ers, the Maryland conservation 
Commission and the Virginia 
Commission of Fisheries have un- 
dertaken joint action to keep the 
situation from getting worse.

two Cotton anu Corn Changes. 

The outstanding developments 
in plant production the last 10 
years have been (1) the increas- 
ed acre yield of corn due to hy- 
brids and (2) the larger acre 
yield and improved quailed of cot- 
ton resulting from the use of bet- 
ter varieties, better land! and all- 
round better farming practices. 

Within the next 10 years pro- 
bably 80 to 85 per cent of the 
corn acres in the Corn Belt will 
be planted to hybrid varieties. 
Already one-fourth of the na- 
tion^ corn acreage is in hybrids, 
which have increased corn yields 
15 to 20 per cent. In the South, 
hybrids are not expected to come 
into so extensive use due to the 
greater cost, lower yields, and the 
fact that corn is seldom a cash 
crop. However, by 1945 it is ex- 
pected that hybrid corn well adap- 
ted at least to the northern part 
of the Cotton Belt will be ready 
for extensive distribution. 

One-variety cotton production 
is making great strides. In 1939 
eotton produced -by— these area s 
accounted for 13 per cent crop; 
by 19*0, at least half the cot- 
ton produced in the South should 
be from one- variety communities. 
Untenderable cotton due to short 
staple should be a rarity ex- 
cept in the more arid sections, 
and the average yield of the Belt 
should be closj to a half bale per- 
acre.— Eugene Butler in The Pro- 
gressive Farmer.

There are definite signs which indicate that the public has 
at last become aroused and alarmed. When any group attempts to 
"cash in" on the gravest crisis in our history, the American peo- 
ple will eventually rebel. 

Honest and patriotic working men have a chance to clear the 
labor movement of) the onus that has been cast on it by the actions 
of irresponsible,* ruthless leaders. It is up to the rank and file 
within the union ranks to clean house. ' If labor fails to do that, 
it will simply court diseaster. It will risk the loss of the many de- 
served, gains it has made over the years. It will invite harsh legis- 
lation. A strike in a defense industry now is nothing more nor 
less than deliberately planned sabotage. 



From Maryland 
comes the statement that soft 
crabs sold in the Crisfield market 
in June brought as high as $1.80 
per dozen.

On July 9, a nation-wide program seeking to strengthen nation- 
atdefense through wide adoption of a comprehensive municipal fire 
prevention ordinance, was launched. The suggested ordinance pro- 
vides for the creation of a bureau of fire prevention in the local 
fire departments, and gives the bureau authority covering fire pre- 
vention in general; the storage and use of explosives and flammab- 
les; the installation and maintenance of private alarm systems and 
fire extinguishing equipment; the maintenance and regulation of 
fire escapes; the means and adequacy of exists from all. manner of 
buildings in which persons live, work or congregate, and the in- 
vestigation of the causes, origin and circumstances of fires 

In announcing, this new plan, W. E. Mallalieu, general manager 
of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, said: "Many plants 
are running three shifts. Many of them are taking on work foreign 
to their former operations; new materials and processes are being 
introduced, and general business is being speeded up. Excess pro- 
duction, especially in agriculture, must be stored; cotton, which has 
a high hazard, is an outstanding example of the necessity of super- 
vision of storage, which it is not nowe receiving. It is therefore of 
vital importance at this time to give adequate authority to fire de- 
partments." 

The new ordinance would be immediately adopted by all cities

However, In stubborn cases, addi- 
tional shellacking between the sec- 
ond and finish coats Is often essential 
Let the body coat stand for a week or 
ten days for evidences of "bleeding" 
which Indicate the necessity for this 
extra precaution. 

for the most effective results, the 
primer should be composed of 3 
parts (by volume) soft paste white 
lead, 3 parts raw linseed oil, 3 parts 
turpentine and 1/3 gill of drier per 
gallon. 

When the shellac has set up firmly, 
finish off with topcoats of equal parts 
soft paste white lead and lead mixing 
or lead reducing oil. Mix this flat fin- 
ish coat formula with an equal quanti- 
ty of good quality enamel to produce 
the eggshell gloss popular for trim 
and mouldings.

ease of Finland, which has main- 
tained independence by its own 
force, is somewhat different. So 
Is the position of Russian-occupied 
Poland; the great advantage of 
having an outside Government to 
act for the Polish state is that 
President Sikodski is in a position 
to negotiate for the release of 
Polish prisoners of war and other 
exiles held in Siberia, including 
the wives and children of Polish 
soldiers fighting for Britain. The 
soldiers in Russian camps will be 
In no condition to fight, perhaps, 
but their release will be of great 
political importance as the first 
sign that Poland can be reunited 
If Hitler can be defeated. 

In any event, the policies of the 
border states are not real choices; 
they are reactions to cruelty and 
terror. It not for us to judge 
them in their tragic dilemma. It 
is for us to remember that we are 
one of the dominant and respon 
sible Powers in a world in which 
man-eating and nation-eating 
monsters are at large. 

Mr. Hopkins' Promises

Except for a personal fondness, 
It was never clear why Mr. Roose 
velt selected Harry Hopkins as ad 
ministrator of the lend-lease pro 
gram. We doubt, too, if it has 
ever been clear to the general run 
of people just what Mr. Hopkins 
has been able to do in the office 
since it was created and turned 
over to him. 

Mr. Hopkins has made some 
rather lavish promises to the Bri 
tish and the Russians as to what 
the United States would do for 
them. It may be that he knows 
what he is talking about, but there 
are many who have their doubts. 
Among these we find the well- 
informed Richmond News Lead- 
er, which has the following com- 
ment on the promises Mr. Hop- 
kins made in a broadcast to the 
British people on Sunday night: 

"Do not Harry Hopkins' broad 
promises in England make you 
a little uneasy? 

"You remember that under his 
skin he Is an emotionalist and 
that he has been stirred pro- 
foundly by the Russian war ef- 
fort. In admiration of what Bri- 
tain has done, and in concern 
over the future, he naturally 
wishes to contribute to the mor- 
ale of a brave, kindred people. 

"That Is as it should be;

straint of realism in what

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Mr. Hopkins promises. Last week 
he went much further, we fear, 
than our industrial pace justifies. 
He promised, you will remember, 
that in 1943 the United States 
will put in service 6,000,000 tons 
of new merchant shipping. Pine 
as is the work of the shipyards, 
cordial as is labor relationships 
on the East Coast under the new 
no-strike agreement, most auth- 
orities believe Mr. Hopkins pro- 
missed about twice as much as 
this country can deliver next 
year. 

'Today Mr. Hopkins is quoted 
as telling the British: "I have 
found out that there are certain 
things which you need in order 
to fight this war for the demo- 
cracies. I am confident America 
can supply them." Promises al- 
most as broad were made the 
Russians. 

"It may be that the products 
for which Britain and Russia are 
asking America are those of 
which we have or speedily can 
produce an abundance, but the 
odds are against that. Except 
for surplus food, tobacco, cotton 
and certain wool products, we 
know of little that America has 
available in ample quantity 
the quick delivery abroad. 

It is not far better to make mo- 
derate promises and to exceed 
them than to make large prom- 
ise and to discourage the Allies 
by failing to deliver? 'Big-Mouth,' 
we must remember, is more than 
an American facial characteris- 
tic. It is a national disease."

To prepare fruit, peel off yellow 
rind of 2 medium oranges and 2 
medium lemons with sharp knife, 
leaving as much of white part on 
fruit as possible. Put yellow rinds 
through food chopper; add 1 cup 
water and % teaspoon soda, bring 
to a boil, cover, and simmer 10 
minutes.

It is 
altogteher likely that what Hit- 
ler would like to see is a full- 
dress war between Japan and the 
United States, in order to keep 
us from giving maximum aid to 
Britain. 

This government's reaction to 
Japar§3 move into Indo-China 
was precisely what was expected. 
We have long been criticised for 
permitting oil exports to the 
Nipponese— and it is an ironical 
fact that while we have been giv- 
ing our moral support and some 
'material support to China, we 
have also been supplying Japan 
with most of the gasoline that has 
made the war against China pos- 
sible. President Roosevelt, queri- 
ed at a press conference, said 
frankly that the government had 
permitted oil exports in the be- 
lief that if we shut off these vital 
supplies, Japan would at once to 
seise Indo-China and other rich 
areas, and so cause a Pacific war 
of the first magnitude. In other 
words, the government was try- 



vital supplies from us. On top 
of that, we have long been Japan's 
best customer. Most experts be- 
lieve that if Japan loses .the Am- 
erican market, she will be In a 
desperate economic position. So 
far as we are concerned, our sales 
to Japan are but a drop in the 
bucket compared with our total 
trade. We buy nothing from Ja- 
pan we cannot do without. Mrs. 
America may have to forego silk 
stockings In the future, and use 
substitutes such as nylon, but 
that can hardly be considered a 
great hardship. 

Prom the purely military point 
of view, Japan has quite a Job 
on her hands. The war in China 
seems as far from conclusion as 
ever, and Involves a tremendous 
drain on Japanese resources — men 
as well as materials. Britain Is 
no weaklng In the Far East, and 
the Churchill government Is tak- 
ing as tough fc line with Japan 
now as we are. In the event of 
actual hostilities, full naval colla- 
boration between England and the 
United States will undoubtedly be 
Immediately effected. Some think 
that this country should base 
ships at the great Singapore base 
now. There Is little doubt that 
Britain would give enthusiastic 
permission If the right to do this 
were requested. 

There is also talk to the effect 
that Hitler may persuade Japan 
to attack Astatic Russia. That 
too would be a tough assignment. 
Russia is powerful in the East, and 
the Japanese Army isn't, regarded 
too highly by military experts. 
However, these who know 
the Japanese character think it 
very possible that the Nipponese 
war lords may hive finally decid- 
ed to shoot the works, even If that 
eventually Involved national sui- 
cide, and the reduction of Japan

Virginia Motorists 
Tax Bill Jumps 

Higher taxation of motor fuel 
by the federal government, phis 
greater use of motor trucks sad 
passenger cars, brought a $i\- 
500,000 increase in the gasoline 
tax bill of Virginia highway users 
during the first six moths of 1941 
as compared with the first half 
of last year, E. A. Kyhn, secret- 
ary of the Virginia Petroleum 
Idustrtes Committee, said today. 

"This big increase in the amount 
of federal and state taxes on motor 
fuel paid by motor vehicle owners 
of Virginia during the first six 
months of 1941 results not only 
from the extra SO per cent federal 
tax on' gas. for defense purposee 
which became effective on July 1. 
1940, but also because of the great- 
er use of motor trucks and pas- 
senger cars in national defense ac- 
tivities," said Mr. Kyhn. Through- 
out this and other states trucks 
are carryig materials which di- 
rectly or indirectly are important 
to our national defense activity 
of trucks fa pushing up materially 
the revenue from motor fuel. 
Extensixe use of passenger cars 
in connection with national de- 
fense activities, especially in get- 
ting workers to and from their 
Jobs .also is an important factor 
in the 'higher gasoline tax collec- 
tions, j 

"The two present federal 
are equivalent to an average of 
taxes, on motor on fuel

The average person is most re- 
luctant to surrender any luxurious privilege 
and, therefore will make every subterfuge to 
procure fuel to keep his automobile rolling 
during his leisure hours. There are some few 
who will endeavor to heed the plea ofnon- 
oiiUMin^ionJ^t^ie-amouftt^avedHjjr these 
conscientious few is inappreciable. - 

Of course, there is a certain amount of 
consumption which is necessary to carry on 
commercial activities and will have ta be 
furnished with materials to carry on just as 
much as any item of the defense program 

■ but it is evident that in order to curtail the 
waste in fuel oils for luxuries and other 
pasttimes it is going to become neces- 
sary to put a limitation on the purchase and 
dole it out accordingly. Personally we can- 
not comprehend the sudden shortage which 
is alleged to have created this emergency. 
Howver, 4 those in position to be cognizant of 
the true conditions state that this emer- 
gency does exist and, therefore, we as indi- 
viduals should attempt to cooperate in the 
saving of this necessary material for nation- 
al defense and if we are not able to do so 
voluntarily regulations should be mandatory. 

PACIFIC AVENUE 



An official survey has revealed that 2,- 
2,485,150 man-days of employment on Army 
defense work have been lost in the first six 
months of the year through strikes. This 
is a staggering total when translated into 
terms of the military equipment that might 
have been built in that time. 

It is even more staggering when we rem- 
ember that these figures are only for Awny, 
work. They take no account either of Navy 
contracts delayed, of strikes like the soft, 
coal, West Coast shipping disputes, which 
admittedly tied up large quantities of de- 
fense work, or of losses of time in plants 
which depended upon the companies in 
question to keep their own operations go- 
ing. An earlier unofficial ^estimate placed 
defense man-days lost in the first five 
months of 1941 at over 3,500,000, and that 
is probably nearer the whole truth. 

Delays like these have a significance that 
is worldwide in its implications. The real 
meaning has been well outlined by one 

"What^fftes this mean in goods? It 
means thrft we could have been nearer our 
goal by 1,800 tanks. Thermopylae was lost 
because there were too few tanks. 

"We could have been nearer our goal by 
220,000 machine guns. Greece was lost for 
want of machine guns. 

"We could have been nearer our goal by 
1,600 airplanes. Crete was lost because 
there were not enough planes." 

It is bitter to realize the truth when it is 
presented in those terms. But it is better to 
face the facts now than to repeat the same 
tragedies again through failure to understand 
their ultimate significance. According to 
observers, defense strikes have declined la- 
tely in number and intensity. It is to be 
hoped that this is a sign that the great 
rank-and-file of labor, shown by polls to 
place the national safety above all other 
considerations, are beginning to make a 
certain number of misguided leaders and 
disaffected elements understand their point 
of view. 



About two or three years ago the Town 
of Virginia Beach was in a precarious posi- 
tion financially. It was having great dif- 
ficulties ia meeting its current operating 
expenses and was only doing so by borrow- 
ing money on anticipated future tax collec- 
tions. However, in the past three years 
there have been many municipal improve- 
ments at great cost and many others are 
now being planned. Among those improve- 
ments was the construction of the sewage 
disposal plan, the incinerator, the new muni- 
cipal building, the new jail and now has 
the recreational center in the making having 
purchased the site for the same, and in addi- 
tion, a high school building. Arrangements 
were in some manner made to finance the 
completed projects as well as the future con- 
structions. Just how they were handled we 
are not fully cognizant. With the sudden 
influx of permanent population and with 
(lie apparent continuing growth of the Town, 
these projects undoubtedly were feasible. 

The increase of population and more par- 
ticularly of the greatly overloaded traffic 
makes further demand on street improve- 
ments. Among these specifically is Pacific 
Avenue and especially between 16th and 
18th Streets. This section is in the heart 
«£ the business center of the Town and its 
use is much in demand. In addition, the 
bus service has been rerouted to use this 
portion of the street. At the present time 
the surface looks as if it has been well bomb- 
ed and the rail tracks set up above the sur-

Of more concern to the United 
States and Britain than anything 
else at this time is: How much 
of Germany's oil reserves and oth- 
er vital supplies are being used up 
in the Russian campaign? All 
other considerations are minor, 
compared with this question. 

There are other unanswered 
questions which are highly im- 
portant of course, among them 
being these: What is the extent 
of the damage being done to Ger- 
man port faculties, synthetic oil 
plants, munitions plants, rail- 
roads, shipbuilding yards, vessels 
in ports and many other objec- 
tives? What of Germany's sup-' 
plies of food, clothing and fuel? 
What is being done by the con- 
quered peoples in the way of 
sabotage and other forms of re- 
sistance? 

And, perhaps equally important 
is the condition of German mor- 
ale generally, both to, the armed* 
forces and among the civilian, 
population. In the long run, this. 
may be the most decisive question 
of all, but for the present it is 
safest to assume that the Ger- 
mans still have the will to con- 
tinue the struggle. 

Reverting to the Russian cam- 
paign, it may be said that from 
a realistic point of view the So- 
viet losses in men, m*fa»rnn i and 
territory are important to 
United States and Britain only 
if they enable Hitler to obtain the 
oil, grain and other supplies which: 
he must have to replace what he 
is expending in his campaign. 

Russia is not likely to defeat 
the Nazi armies on the battle- 
field, but she may cause Ger- 
many to lose the war by crippling 
her so that Britain, with America's 
help, can finish the job.

An adequate supply of hot wa- 
ter, available at the turn of a 
faucet, is just as necessary to the 
family during the Summer months 
when the main heating plant is 
turned off as it is during the Win- 
ter. 

) A separate hot-water heater, 
or one that will function without 
putting in operation the entire 
heating system, is no longer re- 
garded as a luxury, and many of 
this type are available for mo- 
dern small homes. 

The two general classifications 
as applied to the many types of 
domestic hot-water heaters are 
"direct" and "indirect." In the 
direct type the unit is devoted 
entirely to the heating of hot wa- 
ter, while in the indirect type the 
hot water is a byproduct of the 
regular heating plant. 

Direct heaters can be obtain- 
ed in types such as automatic 
units requiring storage tanks, au- 
tomatic units requiring no stor- 
age tanks, and nonautomatic un- 
its requiring storage tanks. In the 
indirect type heaters a special 
coil is built into either a hot wa- 
ter or steam boiler through which 
the water is passed and piped to 
a storage tank.

When' It occurs, the 
infection in many instances U 
fatal because of the high potency 
of the poison and its stealthy 
approach. Prom 18 to 30 hours 
after eating the poisonous food 
responsible for the condition, the 
symptoms appear. However, even 
this developing period may be 
shorter or longer depending upon 
the quantity of toxin partaken," 
states Dr. I. C. RJggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 
"The early symptoms generally 
are indefinite, thus making diag- 
nosis by t*he doctor, who usually 
arrives late on the scene, difficult. 
Fatigue, headache, dizziness and 
^increasing muscular weakness 
which, in severe cases results In 
near-paralysis, manifest them- 
selves. Dissimilar to the usual 
type of poisoning, acute intestinal 
irritation for the most part is 
lacking. Even if diarrhea 'be pre- 
sent, it is only temporary. In- 
deed constipation exists. Little 
if any pain accompanies the in- 
fection. 

'Prevention is based upon 
cleanliness and care in the home- 
canning and home-processing of 
nitrogenous foodstuffs. Botulism 
does not occur in fresh foods. It 
is the carelessly canned, preserv- 
ed, pickled or processed food, 
especially so-called, cold packing, 
that causes the trouble.

This does not 
mean that steps should hot be 
taken to eliminate such nuis- 
ances. In fact, civilized , living 
demands that in so far as te pos- 
sible this should be done," states 
Dr. I. C. Rlggin, State Health 
Commissioner.

"No particular odor is assoclat- 
ganisms lurking in water, milt or. "'What Would you think, 'for ex? 
ed with disease germs., ... Such 6r- 
food can not be spotted bfr smell. 
Even the existence of harmful 
dusts or organisms in the atmos- 
phere seldom , can lie delected 
through related odb+s. ' .' 

"It tea characteristic of the 
sense of smell that one's sensitiv- 
ity to any particular odor soon 
becomes dulled if exposure te more 
or less constant. Por example, 
persons living in the neighbor- 
hood of certain types of manu- 
facturing that permeate, the air 
with odors are scarcely aware 
that they exist, whereas, a visitor 
will be uncomfortably acute to 
them. A more general illustra- 
tion is the unconsclousnes of a 
bad atmosphere in ah occupied 
room which suddenly is realized 
if one steps into the fresh ab- 
end then back again into the 
room. When inside air becomes 
actually vitiated the olfactory 
sense may detect the situation; 
even id, steepings and headaches 
are the more likely manifesta- 
tions. 

"The misplaced emphasis on 
odors is well illustrated by the 
repeated complaints to health 
officers of smells from pigpens, 
dumps and rubbish heaps, coup- 
led with the notion on the part 
of the complainant that it re- 
presents a health hazard. 

"Undoubtedly, good town, city, 
and backyard housekeeping in- 
dicates that conditions that give 
rise to offensive odors, should be 
removed. And from the stand- 
point of cleanliness and decency, 
personal and official efforts are 
continually being directed both 
to prevent and remove conditions 
of this character.

state AAA committee feels that 
a brief review of the law may 
clear up some points that may 
have arisen In the minds of the { 
pubuc, says a K. Cassell, ex- 
ecutive assistant. 

The Agrleoltural Adjustment 
Act of 1938 provides that a mar- 
keting quota for wheat shall be 
proclaimed whenever the total 
supply to this country exceeds a 
normal year's domestic consump- 
tion and exports, by more than 
35 per cent. Barry to the year 
It was found that this condition 
would exist to 1941. The Act al- 
so provides that when market- 
ing qaotas are proclaimed the 
question must be submitted to 
farmers affected by quotas' in a 
referendum and at least two- 
thirds of the farmers voting must 
approve qaotas before they re- 
main to effect. The question 
was submitted May 31 to an far- 
mers affected and of those vot- 
ing SI per cent favored quotas. 
Penalty Wheat Scarce 

For all c om mer c ial wheat farms 
allotments were annoaneed last 
fan. The usual acreage was an- 
nounced for non-commerc i a 1 
farms, drawers who seeded with 
in their allotted acreage, or did 
not harvest In excess of their 



on non-allotment 
farms, hare no particular prob- 
lems to connection with quotas. 
Moreover, those with excess acre- 
age could dispose of the excess 
as late as May 15 and comply 
with quotas. Information re- 
ceived from 83 counties shows 
that only about 1200 Virginia 
fanners have excess wheat aver- 
aging approximately six acres 
each, out of a total of about 67,- 
000 growers in the state. About 
95 per cent or more of the grow- 
ers are in full compliance with 
quota regulations. 

Under the regulations a grow- 
er who produced excess wheat is 
liable for a penalty of 49 cents 
per bushel on the production from 
the excess acreage, figured on the 
basis of the smaller of the nor- 
mal per acre yield established for 
the farm, or the actual pfi acre 
yield for the farm. The entire 
crop is subject to a lien until the 
penalty is paid. If a grower re- 
fuses to permit his acreage to be 



tial recovery may be matte if the 
county committee determines that 
the 1941 actual yield was less 
than the normal yield establish- 
ed for the farm. <3> Store a 
number of bushels of wheat 
equivalent to the excess, under 
any of the following conditions: 
(a) Store in a mill or elevator 
and deposit a negotiable or non- 
negotiable receipt with the county 
committee; or, (b) store an equi- 
valent amount of wheat on the 
farm and give acceptable bond as 
defined in the regulations to se- 
cure the payment of the penalty. 
(4) Deliver the excess wheat to 
a warehouse or elevator and turn 
the receipt over to the Secretary 
of Agriculture as a gift of the 
wheat for relief purposes. 

Producers who complied with 
quotas have been issued market- 
tog cards which identify all of 
their wheat as penalty-free. 
Growers with an excess but who 
satisfied the lien by one of the

TO satisfy a wheat penalty a 
grower may* U> Pay in cash to 
the treasurer of the county as- 
sociation 49 cents per bushel on 
the farm marketing excess. (2) 
Deposit with the county commit- 
tee funds equivalent to the penalty 
to be held in escrow. Such funds 
are ^recoverable if the acreage of 
wheat planted for harvest in 1942 
is reduced below the farm acre- 
age allotment by an amount equal 
to the 1941 excess acreage. Par- 
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strietions whatsoever are on any 
sale or use he wishes to make of 
his wheat. Buyers of wheat not 
identified by a marketing card 
liable for the penalty, which may 
be taken out of the price paid 
the seller. 

Wheat Lean Program 

Last year, wtth a 05 per cent 
of parity loan program, wheat to 
this state averaged about 80-odd 
cents per bushel. For this year 
the* loan rate was raised to 85 per 
cent of parity, but the existence 
of a loan was dependent under 
the act upon the adoption of 
quotas. Businessmen agree that 
it would be unwise to lend Gov- 
ernment funds to support the 
price of a commodity unless there 
was some regulation on the pro- 
duction of that commodity. 

Under the 1941 loan program 
Virginia farmers can today ob- 
tain loans on their No. 2 soft 
red winter wheat ranging from 
91.18 to $1.95 per bushel in every 
county in the state. If the mar 
kg t goes up farmers may pay off 
their loan, sell the wheat or use 
it as they see fit. If the market 
goes down they may give the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation title 
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to the wheat in full payment of 
the loan. Producers who have 
excess wheat may obtain a loan 
on their excess, but at only 60 
per ceht of the regular loan rate. 
The marketing quotas penalty due 
on the excess must first be satis- 
fied before a loan may be obtain- 
ed, otherwise the borrower could 
relinquish title to the wheat to 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion and that would constitute a 
sale and the Corporation would 
be liable for the penalty. 

A comparison of records reveals 
that even those farmers who 
have to pay some penalty are bet- 
ter off with marketing quotas and 
,he loan program than they 
would be without these provisions. 
While with the program today 
Virginia farmers are assured a 
fair price, in 1937 without quotas 
and without a loan the United, 



States farm price of wheat waa 
95.3 cents per bushel; in 1938. 
56.1 cents, and to 1939, 69.1 cents. 
Back in 1932, when we had a car- 
ryover comparable to the present, 
the price was 38.2 cents. 

Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials estimate that the world 
price of wheat today, considering 
the surplus and other factors, 
would support a price in the Uni- 
ted States of not over 40 to 50 
cents per bushel. Some estimates 
place the figure as low as 85 
cents. It is for this reason, they 
say, that a farmer who even has 
to pay a 49-cent per bushel pen- 
alty on a part of his wheat crop 
is better off today than he would 
be without marketing quotas and 
the loan. Obviously the remain- 
ing approximately 98 per cent of 
the wheat producers who are In 
full compliance with the program

plants— If they are forced out of their jobs in automobile factories. 

A staff writer for the Washington Star states to a news item 
from Detroit that "transportation js going to be to greater demand" 
than in previous years because of the very circumstances that are 
forcing a curtailment of car production. 

The latest report— which may be an alibi— Is that automobile 
production Is being limited because cars cannot be manufactured 
without steel, and there is no substitute for that Ototo tlat. This 
does not impress the United Automobile Workers, who insist that 
radical curtailment of automobile production would bring "ghost 
towns" to Michigan. An even broader view of conditions shows 
that every State and every community In the Nation contributes 
its products for the building of automobiles, and that every town 
and crossroad would be seriously affected, from a economic stand- 
point, In case highway transportation is cut down. 

The OPM Industry Advisory Committee states that auto 
makers will be given increased defense orders whenever it is pos- 
sible to utilize men and machines released by production in automo- 
biles.

TIME 
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Some four hundred years B. C, astrono- 
migts began to formulate some systematic 
method of measuring time. This, of course 
was based on the solar system and as a re- 
sult thereof what is known as the sidereal 
system was formed, measuring time on a 
.twenty-four hour basis beginning at noon 
of each day or when the sun crossed the 
equator. UndeT this method s'un dials, wa- 
|er and sand glasses were developed which 
measured out the hour, likewise candles 
were burned to signify the time of day. 
However, as progress was* made in civiliza- 
tion it developed that this system did not 
prove entirely accurate for measuring the 
time due to the daily change of the relative 
position of the world to the sun and, there- 
fore, a mean time system was adopted. This 
system was established on the position of 
the world as the sun passed, the equator and 
the basis of the day was figured on twelve 
hours beginning at midnight. It was learn- 
ed after careful study that the daylight 
lost ten seconds per hour per day and, there- 
fore, the differences of the present stand- 
ard time in the various parts of the world. 

On January 16, 1484, Bernard Walter per- 
fected" a clock as a measure of time. This 
clock was operated by weights with a gear 
of fifty-six teeth representing each hour. 
However, it was learned that it lost approxi- 
mately four minutes per day or during .the 
course of one year lost one day. Some two- 
hundred years thereafter the pendulum sys- 
'tem was developed which is the basis of 
our present clock system. This gives a far 
more accurate time and has today reach- 
ed the stage of reasonable uniformity 
throughout the world. 

4 In 1880 there were innumerable stand- 
ards of time, so in October 1884 there was 
III international conference held in Wash- 
ington at which time was introduced a pro- 
•gram for the universal time of day. 
Thii has been accepted throughout 
the universe as a basis of computation: 
Greenwich was accepted as a meridian to 
compute time and ten seconds has been ad- 
ded or subtracted per hour in reference to 
certain sectors of the world, either East or 
West. 

■ Having once established standard time 
with reasonable accuracy throughout the 
world, after centuries of work by scientists, 
there would seem little use of experimenta- 
tion with time changes. 

During the first world war there was in- 
augurated in this Country what was known 
as daylight saving time that is moving the 
clock forward one hour during the- Sum- 
mer months on the basis that it would in- 
crease production and curtail certain ex- 
penditures in power production. This was 
a nation-wide policy and therefore operated 
with reasonable accuracy and little confus- 
ion. Since that time several sections of the 
Country have continued the practiced re- 
sulting in a continuous confusion, and in our 
opinion little benefit. The excuse for this 
procedure has, in the past, been that it gives 
the working man more free hours, which 
in turn proves to develop more efficiency. 
This logic we believe to be somewhat falaci- 
ous, our basis being that the vast major- 
ity of the laboring class of people live in 
congested areas and close housing conditions 
which makes it impossible for any comfor- 
table rest in the early part of the night due 
to the intense heat which exists in the me- 
tropolitan areas, and they are forced to lose 
an additional hour of sleep in the cool of the 
morning. It may be beneficial to the "white 
collar" man in order that he may get in a 
golf game, fishing or other outdoor sports 
during the daylight. This thought is also 
questioned as to whether or not it is bene- 
rfal. 

Recently there has been a request by the 
Federal Administration that communities 
go on daylight saving claiming it to be 
beneficial to the defense program as an 
economy in power production. It is noted 
kowever from statistics furnished by power 
plants in states where Ibis plan- i m * been - 
•doptedTTTat consumption has not decreas- 



transportation systems which vary greatly 
according to their locations. 

As it has taken thousands of years to 
work out the solar system of keeping time 
and that system has been universally 
adopted, it seems only logical that we should 
remain on that accepted system without ef- 
forts of attempting to change the workings 
thereof. Efforts were made to change the 
date of Thanksgiving Day. It was adopt- 
ed in some states and rejected in others. 
As a result, whatever its purposes 
may have been, it has proved to be a fail- 
ure. The changing of time is likewise prov- 
ing to be a failure as now operated, and un- 
less there is a coordination throughout the 
universe it will be an obsolute failure. It 
is our belief that we should stick to the uni- 
versal time known as the mean time reg- 
ulated by the solar system, as dayhgn'e say- 
ing time has proven to be of no economic 
benefit and a detriment to the masses, 
only benefitting the minority of the so- 
called "white collar" group. 



THE FALL OF FRANCE 



The French are the most brilliant people 
in the world. They are profound thinkers, 
and have intelligence of a high order. At 
the close of the World War, France was on 
the "top of the world", and Germany was 
"down and out". 

After a decade of floundering in humili- 
ation and defeat, the Germans decided that 
hard work and struggle are the essential 
conditions of national strength, and this was 
the road they Chose for a "come back". As 
the Germans accepted the "hard way" as 
the only way to become, strong, the French 
turned "socialist", and adopted the theory 
of ease and leisure and "the good life" as 
the proper objective of a nation. By means 
of a general "sit down" strike a socialist 
was put at the head of the government, 
hours of labor were redueed to forty a week, 
wages were advanced and a new deal policy 
in general was adopted. 

When the French, trained under the neW 
order of "ease and leisure", met the Ger- 
mans on the battlefield, they discovered that 
they had defeated themselves bfore a single 
gun was fird. 

It takes something more than big armies 
and big guns and huge sums of money to 
win a war now. A nation that repudiates 
hard work and continuous struggle as the 
essential law of life and progress, puts it- 
self out of the r^ce and commits national 
suicide.

BOOKS TO OWN 

"The great short novel", writes 
Edward Weeks, "Is the perfect 
entertainment for an evening's 
reading". It is. indeed, that and 
more*: many of the world's great- 
est masterpieces in "fiction have 
been written in the form of the 
short novel — somewhere between 
20,000 and 80,000 words. This col- 
lection represents the editor's se- 
lection of the twelve most impor- 
tant and most valuable short 
novels written in English. Yes, 
twelve!— within the covers of a 
single volume. 

What a book to own this is! Of 
the twelve novels (seven by Am- 
erican authors, five by British) no 
less than nine are established 
major or minor classics: by such 
authors as John Gsjsworthy, Jo- 
seph Conrad, John ^Steinbeck, 
Herman Melville, DuBose Hey- 
ward, Virginia Woolf, Thornton 
Wilder, Henry James, and Lau- 
rence Sterne. Consider the vari- 
ety of moods, human situations, 
and personalities to be found in 
these works which range from 
the stark agony of "Of Mice and 
Men" to the aloof lelgance of 
Virginia Woolf's "Jacob's Room" 
or the contemplation of "The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey ". 

The inclusion of the Galsworthy 
story "The Apple Tree' 'is alone 
sufficient reason for acquiring 
this volume. Those who haven't 
read that beautiful, singing idyll 
of love and death, of passion and 
poetry in a man's soul in the 
springtime, should not wait an- 
other day to do so. Surely it is 
one of the great lyrics of our time. 
Conrad's "The End of the Tether" 
is equally great, though quite 
different from "The* Apple Tree." 
Too few people have read this 
superlative study of human stoi- 
cism. 

Lovers of Herman Melville's 
works (of whom there are an in- 
creasing number) will welcome the 
chance to read his little-known 
"Billy Budd, Foretopman". Three 
works by relatively unknown 
writers — including "The Sea of 
Grass" by Richter — round out this 
anthology. These are works 
which the editor describes as 
"the unrewarded classics of our 
time".

Helicopters For Defease 

(New York Times) 

It is a regrettable fact that 
imagination and initative in 



developing or using new weapons 
of war have come in the present 
conflict mainly from the German, 
side. One thinks of magnetic 
mines, self-sealing tanks in air- 
planes, dive bombers, modern air- 
plane and tank development, the 
use of parachute troops and 
gliders. Most of these weapons 
actually originated in other na- 
tions, but It remained for the 
Nazis to apply them bodily and 
on a great ' scale. Britain and 
America have been trailing the 
Nazis In many of these steps. 
Today our armed forces are train- 
ing parachutists and glider pilots; 
but one wonders how seriously 
we should now be 'taking either 
If the Germans had not first de- 
monstrated their effectiveness. 

If British and American effort 
are to win the war, they are un- 
likely to do so by limping be- 
hind German initative in this 
respect. The exploration of the 
usefulness of some new weapons 
should not wait until the Ger- 
mans have already scored a no- 
table success with It. A possible 
weapon that calls for such expor- 
atlon today is the helicopter. An 
aircraft of this type has numer- 
ous possibilities, in warfare. By 
its ability to arise from and alight- 
on the decks of merchant ships, 
to spot and report surface raiders, 
submarines and mines, perhaps 
small bombs and have its supply 
renewed In an instant's landing, 
it might give enormous added pro- 
tection to shipping. It could be 
highly useful for reconnaissance 
and message-carrying to assist 
land forces, particularly where 
airfields or large landing places 
for conventional planes are not 
available. It could provide at 
least temporary and partial pro- 
tection for land forces in circum- 
as developed at 
Crete, where sufficient fields for 
planes do not exist. Great Brit- 
ain is meeting increased difficul- 
ty in getting sufficient airfields 
for all purposes. Helicopters sta- 
tioned at points along the shore 
might prove valuable for short- 
range sea patrol against invasion 
and could supplement the air- 
plane for use against small en- 
emy boats. Used in "the place of 
parachutes, the helicopter has the 
advantage of being able to carry 
much heavier armament than a 
man can carry and of being free 
to escape by leaping into the air 
if attacked. 

It would be a mistake to think 
og the helicopter as primarily a 
competitor of the airplane - in pos- 
sible war uses. This would be 
like thinking of the motor torpedo 
boat- as essentially a competitor 
of the destroyer. That Mr. Silk- 
orsky's helicopter uses a 90-horse- 
power motor, compared with an 
800 to a 2,000 horsepower motor 
in the combat airplane, suggests 
the possibility that an auxiliary 
device of this sort might be turn- 
ed out in great quantities at small 
expense. If the helicopter is to 
prove practicable as a war weapon, 
America is certainly in a better 
positiqn than any other country 
to exploit it.

Terrific heat bombarded the en- 
tire duck front thru early weeks 
of July. 

Drought battered Saskatche- 
wan (centre of duck positions); 
mopped up shallow waters; took 
heavy toll of duck broods; drove 
survivors to mass behind DU 
(and other) dams — and on deeper 
lakes. On these Kee-waters, 
ducks are holding out. Numbers 
are below 1940. 

On the western flank (Alberta 
and southwest Saskatchewan) 
drought attacks drove into duck 
defences. Water reserves suffer- 
ed heavily. Timely rains saved 
waters over east-central Alberta 
— where ducks massed in vast 
numbers. Heavy rains in North 
(Peace River, Lesser Slave Lake, 
Oordon Lake) smothered drought 
blitz— and guarantee more duck 
than for years. 

On the eastern flank (Manitoba 
and southeast Saskatewan) good 
rains countered drough attacks; 
assure heaviest duck numbers 
since early 1930s; and build up 
water reserves for 1942. 

Losses have been heavy from 
drought, particularly in centre Vt 
of duck front. Over other %, wa- 
ters have held up well. Total 
drought losses will not exceed 
annual average of 20 per cent of 
potential crop (which is a heap 
too much). 

Reducing these drought losses 
Is the basis of restoring North 
America's ducks to "climax" num- 
bers. Much other work must be 
done. But ... . the foundation 
of waterfowl restoration on this 
continent Is building 100,000 Kee- 
waters across the duck range In 
the Canadian West. 
Therefore, July 26 was a big day 
in History of waterfowl restora- 
tion ... On July 26, DU took in- 
to action a Mechanized Divis- 
ion (truck, tractor, bullgrader, 
scraper, trailer) to build Kee- 
ponds.

With Blistering Blitz of drought 
hordes of crows and magpies at- 
tacked from the air. Canadian 
authorities and sportsmen are ful- 
ly engaged with human "killers", 
this year.

Q. Is it practical to have cabi- 
nets built in under kitchen sinks? 

A. Cabinets beneath the sink are 
desirable for the storage of soap, 
cleaning powder, and utensils- re- 
quired for the preparation of 
foods at the sink. In planning 
such a cabinet arrangement, it is 
essential to keep in mind that 
the trap and the water-supply 
pipes to the sink should be easily 
accessible when repairs are neces- 
sary. 

Q. I understand there are cer- 
tain kinds of flooring which can 
be applied directly on a concrete 
slab. What are they? 

A. Linoleum, rubber, hardwood- 
block flooring, or ceramic, asphalt, 
and cork tile are satisfactory for 
use over a concrete subfloor not 
on the ground. When the slab to 
which the flooring is to be ap- 
plied is laid on the ground, there 
is always the, possibility of slight* 
moisture penetration. Unless 
the slab has been water- 
proofed, the use of flooring ap- 
plied directly on the concrete 
slab should he restricted to either 
ceramic or asphalt tile. Ceramic 
or asphalt tile are the only kinds 
recommended for basement floors. 

Q. What is meant by the term j 
edge-grained wood shingles? 

A. Edge-grained shingles are 
cut from the wood logs to expose 
the annual rings on the flat sur- 
face of the shingle as narrow 
straight bands running parallel 
to the edges of the shingle. Shin- 
gles cut in this manner have lit- 
tle tendency to expand and con-

The great danger to the future 
of the United States, from an eco- 
nomic point of view, is that under 
cne strain of the emergency our 
government may overlook the 
long range problem of preserving 
the economic resources of this 
country, *. 

It is possible to divert capital 
replacement funds temporarily 
but if this continues too- long, j 
machinery and equipment will not 
he !:r?t in repair. As a result, J 
(he machinery will lose Its ability 
to produce wealth, thus putting 
the future income of the country 
into jeopardy. 



Only one sound conclusion can 
be drawn, considering the vast 
sum the government must borrow 
for this emergency and that is, 
that it become the patriotic duty 
of every American to loan his 
government every bit of savings 
and every bit of additional money 
he can spare. If any of us hold 
out and refuse to loan our sav- 
ings then, by necessity, the gov- 
ernment, through taxation, will 
borrow the capital from American 
business, whether it be the coun- 
try store or the giant manufac- 
turing enterprise. ' 

. Taxation is advocated by many 
on the theory that it will check ex- 
travagant consumption and avoid' 
the inflation of credit and prices. 
The arguments are good but, un- 
fortunately, the politicians usually 
avoid effective taxation. They are 
willing to tax large incomes but 
this fails to check inflation. Taxa- 
tion of the masses is the only 
way to check rapid rise in prices. 
This is politically unpopular be- 
cause most people fail to under-, 
stand that taxation of rich and' 
poor, as well as the millions In 
between, is for the protection of 
everyone. The masses lose more 
net income as a result of infla- 
tion than could possibly be taken 
away from them by taxation twice 
as heavy as that now being paid.

Travel on Snow Cruiser 



Camels, mules, ox-carts and 
airplanes have been^ used by the 
U. 8. Marines as modes of trans- 
portation, but at least four of 
Uncle Sam's sea soldiers know 
how it feels to travel in a snow 
cruiser the first craft of this 
type ever made. 

The Marines were with the Ad- 



mind Byrd expedition to the An- 
tarctic and were selected to make 
the trip because of their abil- 
ities as radio operators, mech- 
anics, or airplane pilots. The 
strange craft in which they made 
their home at the faraway south- 
ern base was called the "Penguin." 

Built like a huge traitor, ap- 
feet wide, it was powered by two 
proximately 50 feet long and 20 
Cummins dlesel engines. The 
odd conveyance included cooking, 
living and sleeping quarters, ma- 
chine shop, engine room and 
other compartments. 

Huge rubber-tired wheels, 
weighing three tons each, en- 
abled the snow cruiser to pass 
over wide spaces in broken ice 
fields without making detours, 
and the cruiser also was able to 
carry an airplane on its ample 
roof. 

Living in the odd craft was 
fairly comfortable, the Marines 
say, except* when it, became colder 
than 40 below zero and the kero- 
sene in the cruiser wouldn't burn. 
At such times they were forced to 
seek shelter where coal was avail- 
able. 

Minerals which promise to 
prove valuable were found by 
geologists with the expedition, 
and new shore lines and moun- 
tains were discovered. The Ma- 
rines had a good opportunity to 
test extremes of temperature, most 
of them having served previously 
in the tropics.

A farmer-poultryman can aver- 
age production in his flock about 
35 eggs per hen annually by pur-, 
chasing only chicks sired by Re- 

Xof Performance or other pe- 
•d cockerels, says H. L. 
Moore, poultry husbandman, Vir- 
ginia Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision. General use of such 
chicks in maintaining the laying 
flock, together with good feed- 
ing, care, and management, would 
provide several billion additional 
eggs a year for national defense 
food. * 

Cockerels, to qualify for U. & 
Record of Performance rating 
under the National Poultry Im- 
hnprovement nan. must be from 
hens laying over 200 eggs a year. 
(The NJ»JJ». is a cooperative ef- 
fort to improve poultry flocks.) 

Because the sire and dam are 
equally responsible for the level 
of production in the offspring, 
poultry specialists predict that 
R.O.P. cockerels, or males of 
equally good pedigree, used in the 
average poultry flock, will raise 
the national 101-egg average to 
about 135 eggs annually. Thfs in- 
crease is midway between average 
farm flock production and pro- 
luction of pullet flocks from which 
hens are selected to produce R. 
O J». cockerels. 

One way to be certain that 
chicks purchased are sired by R. 
O.P. males Is to get them from 
"Virginia Certified" or "verifled'* 
hatcheries, a list of which can be 
obtained from Mr. Ozlin, county 
agent, or the "Virginia Agricultur- 
al Extension Division, Blacksburg, 
Va Many "Vtarginia-U.S. approv- 
ed" and other hatchery flocks 
are mated to R.O.P. males, too. 

Mr. Moore recommends that 
Virginia farmers take advantage 
of good egg price prospects by 
brooding some fall-hatched pul- 
lets of improved breeding for lay- 
ing purposes next spring.

Perhaps the biggest in boom installment credit at the present 
time is for residential buildings, which are favored, and 
backed by the Government This was one of the creations of 
the "brain trust" in the early days of the Roosevelt Administration, 
and even though the plan has more- holes In it than Installment 
buying from private industries, the President states that It must 
be continued. Thus, his present attack upon the h«*>n— ■»* agjes 
system is in "reverse" with the Government program for home 
building. 

The principal reason assigned for this ban on Installment sates 
is to escape inflation. The President says his order will help Na- 
tional Defense, curb price advances and profiteering, promote the 
accumlation of savings, and create a backlog of demand for con- 
sumers durable goods. The President and everyone else seems to 
overlook the fact that installment credit is a practical system that 
"has been built up slowly, and carefully, through the years, to meet 
the demands and needs of the American public for small loans. 
Most automobiles have brought on the installment plan. 

Mr. Eccles now seeks to put a crimp in installment sales of 
automobiles, while another official, Leon Henderson* proposes to 
cut down the production of motor cars 20 per cent to 50 per cent. 
Is that smart stuff? 

The automobile manufacturers are all participating 100 per 
cent in National Defense and are not raising a finger of opposi- 
tion to any of the Administration plans that are likely to retard pro- 
gress in the motor industry. 



FROZEN FUNDS 



In April last year the United States Government frese 2«7 mil- 
lion dollars of funds in the United States that belonged to Norway 
and Denmark. That was the beginning of "freezing"— which was a 
plan to keep the funds of the invaded countries from being used by 
Germany and others. 

Today these foreign funds amount to more than iy 4 billions 
dollars. Perhaps you may have forgotten some of these nations 
that were stormed and crushed by Hitler. These unfortunate nations 
that are being defended by the United States are Denmark. Luxem- 
bourg. Holland, Belgium, France, Germany, Japan, Italy, Greece, 
Yugoslavia. Rumania, Hungary, Austria, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
Finland, Portugal, China, Switzerland, Sweden, Spain, Estonia

swings into its defense production porgram it is 
that every available method of transportation will be tax- 
ed to its utmost, as already we have heard the cry that we need 
more freight cars. The Government has realised the vital need 
for heavy-capacity vruc&s and urajte.'*. But even now we are finding 
that we are paying the penalty in many instances for the unnecessary 
throttling of the growth of the highway transportation industry 
by needlessly severe restrictions of load and length. This is point- 
ed out by sueh leaders as Harvey Fruehauf, manufacturer of com- 
mercial trailers. 

Fcr years \vc have been hearing a'ocut a so-called "transporta- 
tion problem". There has been no real transportation problem to 
this country up to now but we are just about to face one. We not 
only have to move more goods and more materials than ever be- 
fore to our history, but will have to move them more rapidly and 
with greater regularity because today factory schedules and in- 
ventories are based on the systematic and orderly arrival of materi- 
als. 

With this situtation confronting us and with the heavy load still 
to come, let us pause and consider what we can do to meet the com- 
ing demand. We must maintain a flow of freight over the rails and 
over the highways. In the case of highway transportation it is 
readily possible to reduce congestion by increasing the capacity 
within reasonable bounds. As long as loads do not exceed safe 
limits, the bigger they are the more apt they are to provide haul- 
ing economy. Certainly, for example, there would be less congestion 
on a highway with one ten-ton vehicle than with ten one-ton units. 
•It Is for this reason that truck and trailer operations with their 
greater capacity and flexibility provide important savings in time 
and money. 

The unfair and unwise restrictions which have been placed in 
the way of the development of motor transport will be brought 
sharply interview during the next few months. However, we can- 
not undo the past; let us survey the future and build more vehicles 
for adequate and efficient highway haulage because to them lies 
an important keystone to the strength of our country.

SUBSTERFUGE" 



A lot of legislation before Congress Is being promoted by a 
subterfuge under claims for National Defense. These Issues In- 
■clude the St. Lawrence seaway, the Florida ship canal, excessive 
highway appropriations, and other questionable undertakings— ques- 
tionable because they are straight-out proposals that have nothing 
to do with National Defense. 



There are still more than 200 tankers transporting oil from 
the Gulf and Caribbean to the Eastern seaboard, and so far the 
figures do not show either a shortage of oil or a shortage of trans- 
portation. Fifty tankers were transferred to Great Britain, and then 
Harold Ickes began his noise. The principal "surplus" is to pro- 
clamations from the Oil Administration calling for slower speeds, 
gradual acceleration, deceleration, elimination of unnecessary use 
of motor vehicles, elimination of idling of motors, Checking carbure- 
tors and ignition syptems, jack-rabbit starting, gasoline curfews, 
etc. The Petroleum Coordinator is accused of "harangueing the 
public with threats of oil rationing" by the Washington Post. 

All of the oil companies have bowed to Mr. Ickes' orders. Eleven 
big concerns have made a volunteer offer to build a new 1, 830-mile 
system, the longest in the world, with a capacity to deliver 250,000 
barrels of fuel oil daily from the oil fields to the Eastern seaboard. 
They will furnish 70 to 80 million dollars fof the privately owned 
National Defense pipeline. 

Some weeks ago this Letter contained an account of a major 
pipeline' already scheduled for construction, to form a link from Ba- 
ton Rouge, Louisiana, to Greensboro, North Carolina, with spur lines 
In Alabama, Georgia, and Tennessee. 

Pipelines would meet any shortage that may threaten the fu-' 
ture, and according to the news reports it will be possible to put 
them in operation within 9 to 10 months. Mr. Ickes is reported to 
have said this would not be soon enough to be a factor in solving 
the Immediate problem caused by lack of transportation facilities In 
the East. Mr. Ickes must have noticed that his predictions are not

CALORIES IN POPULAR DESSERTS 




RMANT people are not aware that 
jJm. most popular desserts are 
much higher in calories than ice 
cream. 

According to fgnres recently 
compiled by the National Dairy 
Council, aa average serving of 
vanilla Ice cream, measuring ap- 
proximately one sixth of a quart, 
provides 200 calories. Compare this 
with 450 calories for a piece of 
lemon pie or 350 for a serving of 
angel food cake. 

Another mistaken idea about lee 
cream is that it is "roll or air." 
Air is a necessary ingredient in ice 
cream, as without it a solid frozen 
mass would result. Ice cream that 
did not have air beaten into it 
would be like bread that had not 
risen. The principle is similar to

Uppermost in many million Am- 
erican minds right now is this 
Question: "What effect will de- 
fense priorities have on the sup- 
ply of goods for civilian qse?" At 
1Mb time, it is impossible to give 
an exact answer to that question. 
But. judging by information from 
Washington and the industrial 
centers, it looks like we're going 
to have enough of all the neces- 
sities and many of the luxuries 
of Hfe to keep us going in com- 
fortable style. There will be 
shortages in some lines, but there 
win be no grave disruption of the 
American economic system or the 
American standard of living, un- 
less some unlooked-for cataclysm 
occurs. A lack of some important 
materials will make the use of 
substitutes necessary,, but, accord- 
ing to the experts, these substitu- 
tes will be generally adequate in 
quality and reasonable in price. 
Here is how the outlook shapes 
up at this writing: 

CLOTHING: No serious short- 
age in sight, though there is none 
too much leather on hand, in the 
light of military needs. Prices 
will probably go considerably high 
for shoes and suits. In the case 
of lower, price goods, quality may 
have to be lowered. Within a few 
jmonths, silk stockings are ex- 
pected to entirely disappear from 
the market, and there is not 
enough nylon and rayon to sup- 
ply the demand. However, new 
types of cotton stockings are be- 
ing developed, and are said to be 
excellent. 

AUTOMOBILES: It has not 
yet been decided to what extent 
production will be cut. Best guess 
is that 1942 output will be at least 
25 per cent under the record level 
established in 1941. It will be 
necessary for dealers to make 
larger profits per unit, so trade- 
in values will be lower; The ex- 
pected government excise tax will 
up the price of new cars substanti- 
ally. There will be little chro- 
mium trimming, and there will be 
no aluminum for pistons, etc., af- 
ter present stocks in carmakers' 
hands are exhausted. 

OIL: The industry's capacity 
to produce is far beyond any de- 
man dthat can yet be forseen. 
But the transfer of tankers to 
Britai n has cre ated something of 
a transportation problem in this 
field. Main shortage is along the 
Atlantic seaboard, where some 
think rationing may be put into 
effect. In the forseeable future, 
there will be no lack of petroleum 
In other parts of the country.

Prominent Railroad 
Official Dies 

Edwin Dewees Kyle, of Alanton, 
Princess Anne County, promin- 
ent railway official for many 
years, died Sunday evening at a 
Norfolk hospital, at the age of 72. 

Mr. Kyk, a native of Fayette- 
ville, N. C, began his career with 
the Cape Fear St Yadkin Valley 
Railroad in 1885, occupying vari- 
ous positions in the freight office 
at Fayetteville, including that of 
cashier.

the government's "anti-utifity" 
policy which has prevented much 
private expansion.

In most of the 
country there is plenty of juice 
for both industrial and house- 
hold needs. 

What it all adds up to is that 
we will have less non-military 
production of a good many com- 
modities—but the pinch will not 
be anywhere near so severe as 
scare rumors might lead us to 
anticipate. It is generally believ- 
ed that the average price level 
will go ten or fifteen per cent 
higher, and* most government ex- 
perts do not seem to feel that any 
danger of real Inflation has yet 
appeared. Great hopes are pin- 
ned onhigher taxes as a weapon 
against inflation— they will de- 
prive the consumer of a large 
part of the increased income which 
war spending is, producing. In 
addition. Congress will undoub- 
tedly pass some kind of price-con- 
trol legislation. 

Emphasis is being placed now 
on making goods give better serv- 
ice. Economists tell us to drive 
our cars slower to save motors, 
rubber and gas; to have our shoes 
resoled and our clothes repaired, 
instead of buying new. That is 
good advice.

Services commemorating the 
work of Reginald A. Fessenden, 
wireless pioneer were held Sunday 
afternoon at 3:30 at Old Fort 
Raleigh on Roanoke Island, N. C, 
when many prominent guests par-* 
ticipated in a program dedicat- 
ing a park as a memorial to the 
inventor which will bear his name. 

E. Stuart Tucker, of Norfolk, 
chief electrician and head of 
Group 1 and 2 Naval Training 
School at The Naval Operating 
Base, a personal friend of the 
late inventor recounted storie3 of 
their association. Mr. Tucker's 
frindship with Fessenden began 
when as a bdy of fourteen he sail- 
ed on the same ship with him 
from Bermuda to Philadelphia. 

For two years this man of genius 
made experiments on Roanoke 
Island and in 1901 transmitted 
a wireless message from Roanoke 
Island to Hatteras-a distance of 
fifty miles. By this achievement 
Fessenden became convinced that 
he could transmit messages aro::nd 
the world with his invention. 

Later, Fessenden was the first 
to span the Atlantic with a two- 
way radio. In all, he was granted 
patents on about 500 inventions. 
Two of the better known are the 
fathometer (Sonic Depth Finder 
for submarines) and the turbo- 
electric drive for battleships. 

A Canadian, Fessenden spent 
only two years in North Carolina, 
but since the success of his in- 
vention was developed there Mr. 
Victor Meekins a group and from 
that state, recognizing the great 
wluc cf his work, have purchased 
the 40 aer» tract where his not- 
•b!e werk was done.

THE NEW TAX BILL 

The new tax bill, which was passed by 
the House and is now in the Senate, . has 
many merits. But it likewise has defects 
which should be remedied before final en- 
actment. m . 

The House is to be complimented on re- 
moving the clause which would have forc- 
ed husbands and wives with separate in- 
comes to lump their earnings in a single 
return, and so pay a far higher total tax 
than would otherwise have been levied. 
This provision was manifestly unjust and, 
in effect, amounted to placing a definite 
economic penalty upon the institution of 
marriage. . 

Prime weakness of the House Bill, in 
the view of most economists, lies in the fail- 
ure to place an equitable tax upon those in 
the lower income brackets who will receive 
the bulk of the wages resulting from de- 
fense spending. President Roosevelt re- 
quested that exemptions be reduced, but his 
advice was rejected. So rt is up to the Sen- 
ate to correct this defect. The gigantic cost 
of defense can only be met if all income 
strata contribute their fair share. Further- 
more, if we are to prevent runaway price in- 
flation, a curb must be placed on consumer 
purchasing power, arid the only way to do 
that is to directly tax those groups which 
are reaping the richest harvest from the 
"war boom." 

*As the President also pointed out, the 
sections of the bill dealing with excess pro- 
fits and corporation taxes, need revision. 
At present, certain classes of business are 
heavily penalized, while other classes, by

We are told that we must stay at home on 
Sunday. Housewives are told that they 
must deny themselves the convenience of 
a new washing machines in favor of the 
old-fashioned, back-breaking washtub. Wo- 
men everywhere must do without the pride 
of every woman's heart, sheer silk stock- 
ings. Young marrieds are told that they 
must do without many of the furnishings 
for the new home that they have dreamed 
about. And most of us are willing to sacri- 
fice, if necessary, for the defense of the 
country we love— but Private John Habinyak 
is not willing— he isn't willing even to ob- 
serve the rules of sanitation. 

The sentence of ten years ■W hard labor 
in the Federal Pentitentiary at Atlanta, 
which was imposed upon the Army's trouble- 
maker, whose insubordination and surly 
disregard for Army rules and regulations 
resulted in court-martial proceedings, has 
been reduced by the War Department to 
three years, to be served in the disciplinary 
barracks of Fort Lavenworth, Kanasas. 
With time off for good behavior. 
•" Certain members of Congress severely 
criticized the action of the military board 
in imposing the original sentence. This 
seems rather unusual to us, in view of the 
fact that we have been told repeatedly that 
"we already are in the war". If this were 
true, and the Army actually were on a war- 
time basis, Private Habinyak would, have 
been subject to even more severe punish- 
mnt than that which was imposed. The hue 
and cry that has been raised over this ih- 
cvident, and the attitude of certain members 
of Congress and "vetesan officials" of the 
War Department who were "amazed" by 
the court martial sentence is reminiscent of 
the indulgent parent who argues, "Mustn't 
interfere with Sonny's screaming tantrums 
— he'll become inhibited." 

We have heard much in the past few 
months concerning the value of "morale" 
in the Army. We agree that "morale" is 
important, but of what value is "morale" 
without discipline? 

Inducted on June 23 and assigned to the 
First Field Artillery Training Regiment at 
Fort Bragg, N. C, by July 4th Private 
Habinyak was in serious trouble with his 
superiors. From the beginning, he demon- 
strated a belligerent attitude and complete 
disregard for Army regulations. Just as 
"one rotten potato can spoil a barrel of good 
ones," so one surly belligerent soldier can 
destroy the morale of an entire regiment. 

Private Habinyak's bellicose statement 
that *he earned $10 a day in civilian life and 
wasn't going to work for Uncle Sam for $21 
a month, is repellent to those of us who real- 
ize that, were it not for Uncle Sam, he would 
never have earned $10 a day, or it's equi- 
valent, in his occupation as a coal miner. 
In no other country in the world are wages 
so high, working conditions so pleasant, or 
living conditions so comfortable and cheap 
as in the United States. 

Hundreds of thousands of young men, 
from all walks of life, have given up good 
jobs and careers "for the duration," and 
have settled down to the job of making 
good soldiers. Just why Private Habinyak 
should feel that he is an exception because 
he gave up coal mining at $10 a day (that is, 
when he wasn't opt on strike] he has not' 
explained.

But what are the facts? When the need 
for our gigantic defense effort first appear- 
ed, the government naturally turned to big 
corporations, because they were the ones 
who could handle big jobs most quickly. 
They had the plant facilities, the managerial 
skill, the trained labor for the work. They 
got the contracts because they had the re- 
quired experience. 

But even though they have the prime or- 
ders, by no means do they do all the work. 
They handle government business pust as 
they handle their own — what they can't do 
themselves, they let out to others. And, 
investigation reveals, they are letting out 
more as the urgency of the situation increa- 
ses. 

-Few people realize the great amount of 
sub-contracting that is being done to- 
day. For that reason, a recent check 
made by the Army-Navy Munitions Boards 
done today. For that reason, a recent check 
has considerable interest. According to it, 
4,750 direct contractors are using 28,000 
sub-contractors and sub-sub-contractors — an 
average of nearly six plants at work on some 
operation of each order. 

A case in point is furnished by a leading 
manufacturer of airplane motors. From a 
69 million dollar contract which it received, 
this company has sub-let 30 million dollars 
of work, or approximately 43 per cent of the 
total. All told, it is using exactly 1*00 dif- 
ferent sub-contractors on the job. 

Another company with a 17 million dollar 
machine gun contract has sublet 11 million 
dollars of ft, or 64 per cent of its work. 

A manufacturer of aviation and nautical 
instruments is already buying 350,000 man- 
hours a month from sub-contractors and 
within a year expects to increase that figure. 

Cases like these are typical of the way in 
which defense effort— and defense spending 
— are being spread out among copanies large 
and small all over the country. , Industry to- 
day is sub-contracting to the greatest ex- 
tent possible for maximum efficiency. In 
that lies the secret of our rapidly expanding 
armaments production. 



BOOKS TO OWN 

From the heart of France's 
travail cones a welcome message 
to all lovers of French freedom: 
the news that ninety-five per cent 
of the French people are united 
in the passionate ambition to lib- 
erate their country from the Ger- 
man yoke. This news reaches us 
in the thousands of letters which 

written by French people— have 
been smuggled out of the country 
somehow, usually by travellers. 
The letters are by peasants, fac- 
tory workers, professors, priests, 
soldiers — of every religion, social 
class and political party. 

THEY SPEAK FOR A NATION 
is an edited selection from these 
letters. It forms a moving com- 
metary on the mournful condi- 
tion of a great, spirited people, 
temporarily reduced to slavery. 
Many of these fetters were sent 
to individuals in England or Am- 
erica. Many were addressed to 
the N. B. C, the B. B. C, Oeneral 
de Gaulle— or simply addressed 
"to America". 

Uniformly they reveal an in- 
domitable will on the part of the 
French never to submit in spirit 
to the rule of that people who* 
have overrun France thrice within 
the last three-score years and ten. 
As yet, this will has found no 
other medium of expression than 
such letters as these. Bewilder- 
ment, mingled with a stocial ac- 
ceptance of the inevitable, is the 
surface ndte. But determination 
toward ultimate action is the ba- 
sic mood of men in both occupi- 
ed and unoccupied France (is 
there any difference?) today, if 
we can accept the testimony, of 
these letters. 

As for Marshal Petain, it is 
stressed here by those Frenchmen 
who accept hinr*as leader, in pre- 
ference to the absentee General 
de Gaulle, he is— rightly oivwrong- 
ly — a symbol not of collaboration

But 
if there are, their convincing evid- 
ence has not appeared In print to 
the knowledge of this reviewer. 
And until it does, THEY SPEAK 
FOR A NATION— so admirably 
presented by the editors, Eve 
Curie, Philippe Barres, and Raoul 
de Roussy de Sales — must be ac- 
cepted as the voice of a torment- 
ed France, of which Vichy is no 
true representative.

Oven Drying Is Easy 

Did you know that corn dried in 
the oven is just as palatable a> 
canned com and is absolutely 
;afe against botulism (food pois- 
jningi? Drying vegetables and 
frnits is particularly recommended 
for those who do not have a pres- 
sure cooker. First, give all prod- 
ucts a thorough cleaning, then 
scald in boiling water or live 
steam for 5 to 10 minutes. A de- 
"hydrator made from wood and 
wire can be used over the stove. 
but a great deal of drying can 
be done in the oven. The tem- 
perature for drying should not 
exceed 150 degrees which can be 
maintained with a very limited 
quantity of fuel. Keep the oven„ 
door slightly open to allow the 
steam to escape so that the pro- 
ducts will actually dry. The 
length of time varies from 2 to 
3 hours for leafy vegetables, up 
to 6 qr 8 hours for peas or cut 
string beans.

So what would "unity" require 
as applied to Prance? It would 
require that everybody be wrong. 
No opposition to a wrong govern- 
ment. 

Evidently what Prance needed 
very desperately was an intelligent 
opposition to their governments— 
when wrong. 

In England there was similar 
demand for unity for Chamber- 
lain. Rally round the flag, boys! 
A "united front". The eyes of 
Hitler are upon you! If this doc- 
trine had prevailed there would 
have been no Churchill, and per- 
haps no England. 

No, fellow Americans, you are 
not called upon to turn the fate 
of this great country over to a 
single man. His constitutional 
power in the field of foreign af- 
fairs is indeed broad, as it is de- 
licate. But Congress is a respon- 
sible agent on foreign policy also. 
It alone has the power to declare 
war. It alone has the power to 
vote the sinews of war. It alone 
has the power to tax. to author- 
ize borrowing, to raise the limit 
of our debt, to conscript men or 
industry, to refuse loans to 
or nations, to determine the size 
of the fleet, the number of our 
armies, and ,in my judgement, 
alone has the authority to turn 
over the Navy, the bombers, or 
the bombsights, belonging to this 
nation, to any foreign power. 

So long as the Constitution 
stands, and we are a free people, 
these decisions are yours to make 
through Congress. Letl no one 
challenge your patriotic in mak- 
ing them. Challenge' him who 
denies you!

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Wtth the drive for more food 
defease In top gear, and a 
atlful crop of luscious Virginia 
peaches now in harvest, defense 
and nutrition committees are urg- 
ing homemakers to can peaches. 

Por defense, a good home sup- 
ply of canned peaches will save 
tin. allow canneries to supply ex- 
pert needs, and release other foods 
needed by England and her allies. 

For nutrition, peaches are espe- 
cially fine. They contain four 
▼itamins and four minerals. They 
are a good source of vitamin B. 
fair for vitamin A, and have some 
vitamin C. and O (B2>. They* are 
food sources of phosphorus, po- 
tassium, iron, and calcium — all 
highly valuable in building bones 
and protecting tseth. 

Helping to feed England and 
her allies will make a big demand 
for commercially-canned peaches, 



it Is predicted, with consequent 
higher prices this coming winter. 
So home canning should be both 
economical and patriotic. 

A bushel of good peaches win 
average 22 to 28 quarts canned, 
depending upon how closely the 
peaches are sliced and packed in 
the jars, and upon the ste of the 
fruit. As a rule, larger peaches 
will fill more jars. 

The best canning methods are 
simplest, say the home econo- 
mists of the Virginia Agricultural 
Extension Division. The hot-wa- 
ter bath method and the oven 
method are equally good. Pre- 
parations are the same for both: 
select firm, ripe peaches; blanch 
by quick dip into hot water, then 
cold-dip and peel. Skins literally 
"pull off" when this properly done. 
To prevent discoloration, place in 
a salt solution < 1 teaspoon of salt 
to 1 quart of water) until just be- 
fore packing.

Friday, August 1st, marks the 
end of the six weeks regular sum- 
mer school session in Aquatic 
Biology and Conservation at the 
Virginia Fisheries Laboratdry in 
Yorktown and Williamsburg, Dr. 
Curtis L. Director of the Labor- 
atory, has announced. 

Students specializing in this 
field. Dr. Newcombe stated, will 
continue for three weeks longer, 
conducting special research pro- 
blems for which they receive col- 
lege credit at William and Mary. 

Dr. Newcombe described the 
group, taking the work this sum- 
mer, as "Highly enthusiastic and 
serious," adding that a good part 
of the success of the session was 
due to the Laboratory's proxi- 
mity to the great variety of en- 
vironmental conditions which 
Tidewater Virginia provides. 
Fresh-water, brackish-water and 
typically oceanic animals and 
plants abound In the waters of 
the region. 

With the aid of the Commis- 
sion's fishery boat "Agnes Hope", 
Dr. Newcombe reveals that it has 
been possible to take the students 
to the various centers of the 
commercial fisheries, where, he 
said, "The men In the industry 
cooperated in every way giving 
the students access to the oyster 
and crab* houses so that the 
methods of these fisheries may be 
carried on first hand". 

On July 26 the group went to 
Hampton and there visited the 
oyster house of J. S. Darling & 
Son,, and the crab house of Geor- 
ge T. Elliott. Securing the serv- 
ices of Capt. W. T. Quinn, of the 
"Sea Roamer ", the students were 
able to go aboard and see a 
typical offshore trawler and the 
gear used in this industry. 

In the afternoon, the students 
preceded to the Poquoson area 
v/hers the ribbed mussel occurs in 
the typical "tump" formation- of 
the seaside. 

The last study area was at Sea- 
ford where the largest laboratory 
experiments on mussel culture is 



located. This rather large experi- 
ment, according to the laboratory 
head, serves as a field laboratory 
for instruction in the problems 
of shellfish culture 

This season is especially im- 
portant, it was pointed out, be- 
cause It marks the first time that 
.organized instruction in marine 
biology has been offered in the 
State, which has an estimated 
shore-line of 6,000 miles and a 
fishing industry yielding annual 
production worth around five mil- 
lon dollars. 

As a part of^the Laboratory** 
investigations on the Blue crab, 
nightly tows for larval crabs are 
being taken in different sections 
of the lower Bay. In connection 
with these studies, it was said, 
Revell Melson left Yorktown on 
board the "Agnes Hope" July 18, 
for the Ocean View-Cape Henry 
area. It is in this section and off 
Cape Charles that the largest 
quantities of blue crab larvae are 
reported to have been taken. 
On July 21, Coit Coker, Assist- 
ant Biologist at the laboratory, 
joined the "Agnes Hope" at Cape 
Charles and proceeded to Oys- 
ter, where the field experiments 
in this area are. 
Commissions Move to Conserve

A decision of the United Sta- 
tes Court of Appeals of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia recently de- 
clared that a drunken driver is a 
murderer when his reckless driv- 
ing makes an innocent citizen the 
victim. 

An appeal of a 27-year-old 
youth to overrule a prison term 
of fifteen years to life for kill- 
ing two persons In a drunken 
Joyride was denied by Chief Just- 
ice D. Lawrence Groner. 

The boy's defense was that he 
was too drunk to know what he 
was doing that he suffered a loss 
of memory and that he recalled 
nothing of the tragedy until he 
awoke in a cell and wondered 
why he had been arrested. The 
defense called It Insanity. The 
Jury called it murder in the sec- 
ond degree. The jury's judgment 
was confirmed in strong words by 
the Chief Justice. 

Drunken driving and its result- 
Jog deaths has long been consid- 
ered one of society's greatest pro- 
blems. Because the boy chose to 
get hopelessly drunk was no ex- 
cuse that he should escape the 
punishment of the law. The Court 
of Appeals had the strength to 
rule as it did on this .type of case, 
and its decision is sure to have 
far-reaching effects on similar 
cases that come up in other courts. 

True, there was no malice afore- 
thought when the boy, in a stu- 
por, committed his crime. But 
there was a great deal of malice, 
as the judge pointed out, in his 
complete and feckless disregard 
for others. 

There were no mitigating cir- 
cumstances in the case.

Now with Dr. Sidney B. Hall as 
State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, who has dominated 
the State Board' of Education as 
well as the entire public school 
system of Virginia for years, out 
of the way, It Is to be hoped that 
Governor Price will appoint a 
state school head who will listen 
to the growing demands of the 
taxpayers for an investigation of 
the text books used in our public 
schools, which seek to break 
down the American system of 
business and to implant in the 
minds of school children, a dis- 
trust of the very sources of rev- 
enue which the schools of Virginia 
have been principally supported. 

The American Legion and other 
organizations have tried to point 
out time after time the damage 
the Rugg text books are doing 
in the public schools of Virginia, 
and have asked that they be dis- 
continued, but could get nowhere 
because of Dr. Hall's dominating 
influence.

Until recently revised, the Rugg 
Social Science textbooks present- 
ed the Five Year Plan of the Sov- 
iet Union in a most favorable 
light, and the teacher's guide ac- 
companying the textbook says: 
"We suggest that the new regime 
in Russia be_ discussed as a great 
experiment, 'indeed, treat all the 
forms of government In the world 
today as experimental."

"The Understanding That Gov- 
ernment in a Democracy is Often 
Controlled by Forces Invisble to 
the Citizen." 

The minority of wealth derived 
from business and industry has 
succeeded the landed aristocracy. 
Some forces in modern business 
resist government regulations in 
behalf of the people. 

"The Understanding of the Op- 
eration of Modern Business and 
Industrial Enterprise," 

Capitalism is based upon the 
principal of profit to the owner 
rather than the service to the 
masses of the people.

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HAVE WE A WAk TO WIN? 

The President of the United States drew a parellel from the 
words of Abraham Lincoln' and issued a warning to the Nation a 
few days ago. He said /e are faced by a war that can be won only 
by "hard, tough fighting" that will "hurt somebody." When the 
President returned from his meeting with Winston Churchill he 
told the country that it was no nearer war than before the meeting 
with the British chiefs at sea. 

The spread cf the war into Russia, and threats of war with 
Japan, present a situation that is filled with grave dangers. The 
Administration has been aware of these dangers for a long time. 

It now appears that the heads of the Army realize that the 
Lower House of Congress knew there was a critical condition in 
our Army when it came within one vote of freeing draftees from 
service. Immediately after the President signed the bill passed by 
the two branches of Congress to keep the men another eighteen 
months, the War Department announced a new policy that promises 
all present and future selective service men and guardsmen an .average 
of eighteen months of training, instead of the full thirty months 
permitted under the law signed by President Roosevelt; with 200,- 
000 freed within the next few weeks. It is very obvious that the 
War Department has become concerned over the morale" in Army 
camps, which is the actual reason why the program was changed. 

So, the general public should heed the warnings and sit tight, 
and do plenty of thinking and planning for the future for our coun- 
try, and our people. 

BUDGET BUYING 

Young people of this country have grown into the habit of 
making "budgets." This is due to the fact that it costs them three 
or four times as much to live as it did their parents twenty-five or 
thirty years ago. The new standards of living call for electric lights 
and gas instead of kerosene, wood, and coal. Electric refrigeration 
and packaged food are of recent origin. Folks go to the movies 
instead of taking a walk in the park Young husbands and wives 
find employment, and combine their incomes in order to be able 
to purchase the things they want. 

At the present time the United States Government urges 
citizens to buy their own homes and go into debt thousands of dol- 
lars, and pay off obligationsby installments. And while our Govern- 
ment is stressing the virtures and importance of its own plan, an 
entirely contrary and counter movement is being stressed to modify 
easy-payments on household furniture, automobiles, refrigerators, 
and scores of other consumer items. The theory of the restrictions 
is to reduce dangers of inflation. 

Other proposals designed to make deep cuts in automobile pro- 
duction would throw hundreds of thousands of wages workers out 
of employment, and every dealer and distributor, and community, 
throughout the country would be affected. 

The way Congressyeels about these matters is indicated by the 
decision of the Senate^ and House to mark time for the next few 
weeks and to lay aside consideration of laws that propose regula- 
tion of price fixing, restricted production, and the sale of all goods 
on the installment buying plan. Washington's disposition is to 
play ball with young men in the Army and young people, and the 
small wage earners, and' assist them to carry out their budget pro- 
grams. '. 

THE PRESIDENTS MYSTERY MAN 

Harry Hopkins is "confidential and personal" representative of 
President Roosevelt. He was the man who fixed up arrangements 
for the Roosevelt-Churchill meeting at sea. So far he hasn't made 
a slip, and he may do a great deal better than Colonel House who 
lost favor with President Wilson before the latter finished his term 
of office. When Hopkins returned to Washington a few days ago 
he was wearing Winston S. Churchill's hat. 

SHY LOWELL MELLETT 

There is an old story in Washington about Lawell Mellett be- 
ing told to answer the telephone — "the White House wants you 
right away!" Mellett refused to go to the phone, and said: "Tell 
the boys to go back to their drinking and stop playing jokes." 
But, President Franklin D. Roosevelt wanted to ask Mellett to over- 
see all Government publicity. Mr. Mellett holds the office of Direc- 
ctor of the-Office of Government Reports, and while he remains at 
that post there will be no censorship of the press in the United 
States.

extent There is no question but what the interests of the Ameri- 
can government will be recognized ahead of private or cor por w 
tion plans. 

In Washington we know that there are broad differences of 
judgement over questions which, for short, are called "priorities.'* 

It is a significant fact that the public, and most 
dealers who have private stations, express themselves as 
to the policies of Secretary Ickes; and it is very difficult to fin* 
persons who stand up for Price Administrator Henderson's order 
that gascline stations must curtail 10 per cent in deliveries. There 
is no question but what the retailers are willing to cooperate With 
any move that is to the advantage of national defense. But. they 
that the problem should be worked out in .an orderly and sensible 
way. 

The Washington Evening Star states In a leading editorial 
that "the gasoline rationing order, issued by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration and Civilian Supply at the request of Secretary Ickes, 
has resulted in a state of utter confusion, which should have been 
forseen and which could have been avoided." The Star adds: "The 
majority are willing to cooperate, but they are not apt to remain 
so If they see their non-cooperative neighbors taking advantage of 
loop-holes in hastily drafted governmental edicts, like the gasoline 
rationing order, and 'getting away with it"'. 

The Star has stated the situation very well from the viewpoint 
that prevails in the National Capital. 

INCREASING AMERICA'S POWER 

America at present dees not have enough man power in in- 
dustry to put an army of four million men in the field and drastic 
changes will have to be made before it is possible, according to H. 
L. MacAskie, director of co-operative training for International 
Correspondence Schools. 

Within a year war production has increased four times, Mr. 
MacAskie said, and we are far from the end. < 

"Measures to step up our 55 million workers to 75 million work- 
ers must be taken before winter," the school authority stated. 

When 13 million men were unemployed in 1932, leading eco- 
mists said this nation would have a permanent group of from 5 to 
6 million men without jobs. 

The picture is changing rapidly, Mr. MacAskie explained. Na- 
tional defense orders have caused a shortage not only of machines, 
but also of men trained to operate them. Not counting 2.7 millions 
still in the WPA, CCC and similar organizations, and the 2 millions 
too old or unfitted to work, the nation has about 2.3 millions who 
can be brought into defense work. 

This fact, according to Mr. MacAskie, means the red light 
of insufficient man power for industry is shining for the years 
1942-43. 

There are five steps that can be taken to overcome the threat- 
ened shortage according to Mr. MacAskie. 

1. Employ more women in defense industries. There are ap- 
proximately 5 million women between the ages of 18 and 35 who 
could be used on inspection, assembling, drafting, and other semi- 
skilled and skilled jobs. 

2. Import selected young men from Latin America for defense 
jobs. Provide them with short periods of training on machine tool 
and manipulative operations. 

3. Convert more non-defense plantr and equipment to defense 
production through more widespread distribution of sub-contracts. 

4. Centralize farming on a collective basis, eliminate slow and, 
uneconomical production of foodstuffs, thus releasing 3 million mer 
for defense jobs from the 9 million workers now engaged in agrf 
culture. 

5. Speed up the educational process by all-year secondary school, 
graduating young people at the age of 15 and putting them direct- 
ly into defense industries or behind-the-llne service jobs, 
would give industry about a million additional workers.

HEALTH MJTES 



The School Child's Health 

"The million and a half sol- 
diers now In camps throughout 
the United States are one of the 
eloquent proofs of today's pre- 
paredness activities. While train- 
ing in military tactics and in the 
use of combat weapons is para- 
mount in the routine life at- these 
great concentration centers, the 
physical conditioning of this en- 
ormous civilian army also is a 
vital part of the program. To a 
lesser but no less essential degree, 
the school child's physical well- 
being Is equally important. Whe- 
ther entering school for the first 
time or as an older pupil, maxi- 



mum benefits from the school 
training cannot be realized, un- 
less the best health of which the 
child is capable, exists," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggin, State Health 
Commissioner. 

"School-health definitely is a 
public health concern. How- 
ever, while health officials can 
exercise a direct influence upon 
safe water and milk supplies, ade- 
quate sewage disposal facilities, 
and similar mass problems, ex- 
cept for the law requiring evid- 
ence of a successful smallpox 
vacination, health safeguards and 
personal health practices so far 
as the school child is concerned, 
largely are a parental concern. 

"Wise parents of school-age 
children, therefore, will give this 
subject consideration. Habitual 
lack of sufficient sleep, unwise or 
inadequate eating habits, instruc- 
tion in an dthe faithful applica- 
tion of hygience practices, and 
the removal of. any tendency to 



be excessive in the use of any 
kind or kinds of stimulants all 
are subjects which, in relatioin to 
Iheir children, demand intelligent 
parental initiative. 

"It safely can be said that were 
today's school children more ef- 
fectively disciplined in these mat- 
ters, not only the physical but the 
mental and emotional make-ups 
would be improved. 

"In this connection, the family 
physician can be of great service. 
A complete physical examination, 
by the doctor plus careful ques- 
tioning should bring to light 
unwise living practices and sug- 
gestions for their elimination. In 
addition it will be the means of 
discovering, if existing, physical 
defects, that may or in the future 
would be a detriment to the health 
and success of the child. Final- 
ly, by seeking the advice of the 
family doctor the scientific safe- 
guards, if not afforded the young- 
ster in infancy, can be made
